his chariot can meaſure the extent of her territories : . 
And they ſpeak of certain Embaſſadours that came 
not long ſince to the now regnant Olive from a Pagan

The plants here 
are ofa ftlrenuos Bulk, agile and very patient of hard- 
neſſe , though nor of labour ; for the greateſt fault of 
this great FORREST, is, that ſhe ſwarms with too 
many Drones , whereby ſhe may be called 7nſignss, ſed' 
ſeents terra ; Somewhat incompoſed they are in their 
erimming, extraordinary tender ( and ſo are the brute: 
Animals alſo) of their young ones, crafty and of 2 
paſſable reach of underſtinding , light of belief, and 
great liſtners after news, which may be imputed to the: 
long time of their unſettled goyernment, fearing al« 
wayes ſome innovation or imminent danger ; and by 
reaſon of their frequent revolts they have drawn upon 
themſelves the prefjures of war ſooſteny, that it feemg: 
to have ſomewhat cowed their ſpirits, as may be ga-- 
thered from the very accent of their worc's, which they: 
prolate in a whining kind of querulous tone,as if they- 
were ſtill complaining and creſt-fallen 3 nor do they 
beleeve to have come yet to the worſt ; for they haye 
an old prophecy, that the time will come when Lurana- 
ſhall weep ore the Drutnians graves. Before this rough- 
Forreſt was civiliz.'d , and #im'd by Druina, ſhe had- 
peculiar laws and cuſtomes of ber own, bat ſome of | 
them were ſuch that as one (aid, if they had been pratti- 
ſed in Hell , they would have wid up topſituruy the- 
very Kingdom of Satan : Some of Druina's Monarchs. 
. Bs | mace: 


34 Dodona's Grove, or 
made yoyayes thicher in their own perſons; and many 
of the royall Stem were ſent to govern, bucalwayes 
one of her prime Elms, to whom I read of four gene- 
call ſubmiſſions that were made : But the conqueſt 
could not be conſummated till of late years, which 
may be imputed to ſome errours in the courſe of civill 
and martiall policy. 

It was the praQtiſe of that ſelfe admiring Miſtreſſe of 
the laſt Monarchy, into all Countreys where ſhe rook 
footing , with the /ance to bring in her language, and 
H1ws; This was not done here, but the Natives were 
left RA incapable of Druina's laws, which onely ex- 
tended to her own plantations : So that the law of the 
Conquerour did neither prote& their lives, nor re- 
venge their deaths 3 for it was no felony to fell down 
any of them, yea, in time of peace z Nor in civill cauſes 
could chey implead or commence ſute againſt any of 
the Druinians , or imbud, ingraff, inſcliate, or inoculate 
upon any of them , unleſſe he were formerly infran- 
chiz'd by charter of denization ; ſo that the meere Lu- 
7anians were reputed out-laws, enemies and Aljens in 
their own ſoy]. But this may be aſcribed not ſo much 
ro the policy of Druina, as to the great ones that came 
thither from her to plant themſclves and puſh on a for- 
zune, who diſwaded the communication of Druina's 
laws to the natives,becauſe they might oppreſſe, ſpoyl, 
rob, peel, proin, and grab them up ar pleaſure ;. In theſe 
unſettled times many of Druina, and of late years of 
Cardenia alſo rook from rooting in the beſt and fatreff 
ſoi's of I wana, ſo that they are grown fince toa no- 
table height; Amongſt whom ( now that I treat of 
Trees) the Cork did thrive wonderſully, and no doubr 
but by a ſingular benediion from above, the dew of 
Heaven falling ſo pler:tifully upon kis ence yours, as 
appears in all his branches, which hc ſecs grafted upon 
woblz ſexrcheons , 3nd honourable ſheilds 3 ſo that he 
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maybe called the miracle of his time, all things con- 
dered. 

Another reaſon that hindereth a ſettled peace, and 

eriod of this conqueſt, was thoſe vaſt proportions of 
[ inds which were diftributed among Druina's Adven- 
turers,, which were ſuch, that the whole Forreſt was in- 
a manner cantoniz'd amongſt a very few in number, 
of whom ſome had regall rights, there being eighc 
Couaty Palatines at once where the royall Writ could 
not rua ; They had alſo implicite Commiſſion lefrto- 
diſcretion, and not tied to any regular form of planta- 
tion; And thoſe huge trats of ground they lorded over- 
begat wealth , wealth uſher'd in pride, and pride tue- 
multuary contentions amongſt th:mſ.lves, which gave 
the Luranzans advantage to fiſh in thoſe troubled wa. 
ters for their liberty, and make often incroachments 
upon them ; But had the Oke himſelfc gone 10 the F orreſt;. 
the inferiour Trees had not ſhot up ſo high. , 

- Another miſtake was, That the firſt undertakers; 
made ill choice of the ſeats of their habitations z. for- 
they creed forts and houſes in the open plains, turn- 
ing the Natives into the woods and places of faſtnefle, . 
whence they made eruptions and retraQs at pleaſure, , 
and where, as Ce/ar ſometimes ſpake of the Scyth:azs, 
Dificilius erat invenire, quam vincere, 

Theſe were the over-ſights in civill policy , now- 
there were alſo ſome in the conduR of the marciall' 
aftiirs;z firſt, the ſmall handfulls of Souldies Diwan! 
ſent , which came either unſeaſonably , or ill accom-- 
modated and payed. Then the co'd _ of the” 
main defigne , Which like fire newly kindled undrr- 
green wood , was often made to flaſha little, and ſo- 
left ro go out. So that for the reduQion of this ſpaci-, 
ous Forreſt to a perfeR. rule of obedience , Druina 
Kood all this de in her own light, and could nor ſee 
abs Wood for Trees :. watill there /pring up a notable 7i- 

(F4ghe< 
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'/. rag0 a Princely female, for whom it ſeems the high 
I. hand of providence had as it were pointed out, and re- 
I! ſerved this exploit,who beſides the ſuppreſiton of ſome 
| inteſtinerebellions in her own Forreſt , che railing of 
-' Jtelia to a free and fair Grove of Willowes , and reach- 

ing her Pcincely boughs to ſettle the Crown of Ampe- 
©; Jong, upon the right royall Yine, beſides the navall 
wars With Elaians, and ſundry other coftly diverſi- 
as, yet ſhe made afull and finall conqueſt of Lurana 3 
And ihis work was done in a fulnefle of time, and 
concurrence of all felicity , when her royal ſucceſſour 
was tO bring another Soveraign Crown te aggrandize, 
and adde to the Imperiall and triumphant glory 
of Druing. Her predecciſours in their courſe of go- 
yernment did but ſometimes caſt up the 'grouad , and 
| ſolcaving irfallowgit became quickly overgrown with 
io. weeds ; But ſhelike a great houſewife did caft ſeed into 
J. it, ſowing therein her own laws, and utterly extirpa- 
= tingall other, ſhe did ingraffe all upon one ffock ; ma-

Druina's Majeſty never ſtood ſo high a tiptoe, nor 
thin'd with a greater luſtre ; The Soveraign power 


which Druina's Monarch uſeth to tranſmit for ruling 


{ andregulating that rough Forreft , was never ſo indi- 


vided and intire in the perſon of one, whereas before 
ſome of the great ones carried themſelves in that 
height , as if they had been Colteagues with him: The 
fcales of Juſtice never moy'd more equally;for where- 
as before matters paſs'd through a /arge grate, they may 
be ſaid to be fifred now through a ſilken fieve: Com- 
merce never flovriſhed more ; and the military forces 
(which are the ſinews, and brft ſecurity of a conquered 
Ccunrrey,) were never better 2ppointed, more exa&ly 
di'c plin'd, and punQually paid ; and whereasbefore, 
all places of pyofitand honour were either ingroſs'd 
or Feſkall'd by reverſronary grants ( the bane and bug 
tears of induflry _) or conferr'd upon unwerthy and 
il a Qed Miniſters, D74ine's.

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erciſe all a&s of grace and bounty with more free. 
dom and choice ;3. A ſingular incitement and golden

Centi- 
nell, is hardly to be invaded 3 her King being ſaid ts 
keep as @ Tortoiſe in his ſhell, and having many other 
Laſddery advantages : So that it may be very properly 
ſaid of the Oke , as the holy Propher ſpeaks of another 
great Tree 3 T hat the Waters make him great,and the Deep s- 
ſet him on high. 

Druina would havdly be able to deal with any of the 
other ſingle , unlefle upon the Defenfive ;. but joyn'd 
with Itelza , the can give them both Law at Sea; and 
confederaring with either of the other two, ſhe is able 


_ to opprelle the third. 


Now, the onely entire Head that confronts Elaia- 
na's yu—_ , and is the Remo7a that ſtops her pre. 
grefle, is Ampelona: Theiefore , that ſaying carrieth 
with ita great deal of Truth, and no lefſe Caution ; 
That the day of the ruine of AMP ELON A, 4 the Eve 
of the ſubverſion of DRuin a. Therefore, from the 
time the Olive grew to be ſo great, Druina for ſtrong rea«. 
ſons of Scate, hath inclin'd ever ſince, rather to main- 
min Ampelona, then any way to enfeeble her. And. 
once, when the adventerous 7ine was taken priſoner by 
the Olive , which was about the time that the Olive be. 
gan firſt to ſhoot out his branches ſo wide, the Oke did. 
ccntribute to ranſome him. 

Moreover , in that memorable great Incendium, 


wl.ih rag'd ſo Tongby imermiſliye firs mr" 
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the whole body of 4mpelona ; toquench which, Elai- 
ana, out of pretence of zeal ro Religion, ſent great | 
Barrells ef Water , though ſome ſay they were fili'd 
with Pitch and Oyl, which did rather encreaſe and feed | 
the Fire: I ſay, at that time, when there was a De« # 
ſigne to, Provinciate the whole Kingdeme , Druina, * 
though oftered a Canton, would nor accept of it. 

Se then, this link of mutuall conſervation enchain- 

ing them , the Oke may be preſum'd to be a ſure Con- 
federate of the Vrne, and the #7/hows allo,all the while 
thc y contain themſelves within thoſe bounds they are 
in, at preſenc. But if they ſhould over-maſter the 0/ive 
in Leoncia, it would much alter the caſe. 

No addition could make Ampelona more Cangerous 
and ſuſpeAfull to D7uina, then Leoncie ; for ſo it were 
far worſe then if the 0/7ue had all Leoncia ſolely to & 
himſelf , in regard they would fall into one continued | 
and entire piece. q 

But to conclude, there cannot be a tru-r Maxime, | 
for the ſafety of Druina and her confederates , then | 
this of a /ate great Stateſman :

To perform which work , the prime Officer of Ho- 
nour El/aiang had by Land , was ſent Embaſſadour, 
and that in a moſt high and courtly manner , to pre- 
ſent the newly enthroniz'd OKE with a- Branch of 
Olive, the Embleme {of Peirce, and Elatana's ancient 
Cogniſance : Which being accepted , Druina in corre= 
ſpondence of State, ſent her prime Officer at Sea , her. 

T halaſſt- 
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Thaleſſiarcha , in ſuch a ſplendid equipage,that Elaiane 
rings of the renown of it, to this day. "The parts ad- | 
joyning to Elajana's royall Courc did ſo train theme | 
ſclves toentertain and welcome him with his nume- | 
rous Train, that ſome yeers pafled before they could | 
recover themſelves many miles about : For ſo gratefull * 


was his Etrand, being an Embaſſie of Peace, and ſo 
bitter were the reſentments and farall effe&s of the for- 
mer War , that yaung and old did blefſe him as he 
piſſed ; deeming he had been ſome Angel deſcended 
from Heaven, and that his attendants were ſome kind 
of Seraphins, they ſo admired their comlineſſe 3 which 
did unbeguile the vulgar of the odde opinion the L 0oy0- 
lifis bad formerly infuſed into them, by their concion- 
atory InveQives, Thatthe Druinians, ſince they left 
Perropolis, were transformed into ſtrange horrid ſhapes;

Such Ceremonies as theſe being mutually perfor- 
med *cwixt Druina and her Confederates , and ſome 
other domeſtick Triumphs ended;the royall OXE: (as 
well to exprefle his Princely acknowledgement for his 
free and peacefull reception to V4wina's Throne, with- 


cut the leaſt motion of oppoſition or murmure, which * 


u'urlly happen art ſuch Changes , (whereat the neigh- 
bouring Princes, ſpecially Ampelona's then War-like 
Monarch, Rood in a kind of admiration ) which rece- 
ption was accompanied alſo with unparallel'd accla- 
mations of Epidemicall joy, as alſo for redreſſe of di- 
vers Grievances, reQifying of Enormities, and enaQt- 
ing wholeſome Laws) ſent out Summons for a gene- 
Il Adembly, where his Royall Majeſty, with all the 
noble Elms, the grave and learned 7ews, anda ſeleQ- 
ed number of the choiſeſt Poplars , ſhould meet in one 
body, to conſult of the common Good ; and here you 
might behold a goodly fight,the Epitome of all PR 
ut 
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But there preceded anorable a& of Princely grace: 
for whereas ſ>me , out of the motions of a malevolent 
ſpirit , and impoſtumated hearts, had, during the for- 
mer univerſal] Exultations of Joy, been dereed to 
have had a moſt Treaſonable aud dangerous Deſigne 
on foot againſt the Majeſtic of the Koyall OKE, 
whereof they had been legally conviRed and doom'd 3 
He meerly, out ef his inclination to Mercy, (wherein 
Kings come neareft to the Almighty) ſent a private 
miſſve, all of his own CharaQers, ro pluck them our 
of the very jaws of Death; even then , when havin 
made their peace with Heavenand Earth, the fata 
Ax was imminent to fall upon them , and cur them 
quite of. And as this firft, ſo were the reſt of his whole 
m—_ high a&s of Clemency. | 

ut upon the very point, when the forenamed great 
Congregation was to re-afſemble; behold , a horrid 
Plot of ſuch a nature, that it ſcem'd rather to have been 
a Piece hammered in Hel], by a Conventicle of Cace= 
demons, then trac'd by humane invention. A ſulpbu« 
reous Mine it wag, prepar'd and fi:ted with that Arti- 
fice, that in one Puff it ſhould have blown vp to the 
Clouds, and made but a Squib of that mighty Alſem- 
bly, with many thouſands of innocent Souls be fides : 
Druina's Soveraign Monarch, with his Royall Con- 
ſort, and Princely Imps, Root, and Rind, Stem and

For the diſcovery of this prod igions plot, ſpecially 
the quality of it , it ſeems by ſome ſecret ſupernaturall 
inſtinQ, Druina*'s Monarch himſelfe,when all bis great 
Sages were at a ftand 3 hir right upon it ,for it being 
fore-=threatned , and advertiſement being fortunately 
lighted upon , thata ſudden blow ſhould be given, 
which ſhould beno ſooner doing then a peice of pa- 
= burning ; His Majeſty entring into the ſecret Ca- 

inet of his owne deep and free-born thoughts , poſi- 
tively ayouched, that it muſt be ſome proje& of nitre 
then which nothing is more ſudden and impetuous, 
more violent and irreſiſtable : and herein he proved as 
much Prophet, as Prince. 

For oftentimes the conceptions of Kings are as far 
above the vulgar ' as their condition is 3 for being higher 
elevated , and walking up:n the baulements of Sove= 
rargnty 
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raighty they ſooner receive the inſpirations of Heaven. 

They which make profe flion ro pry into Myſteries 
of Eſtare, paſſed divers judg«ments upon this z ſome 
gave out, thar the warlike /me had ſent advice of it, 
and that the thenſecrerft of Druina: Sages , that great 
inflrument of State bad forcknowledge of ir , but ſuf. 
fcred the farall thread tobe ſpun out ro that length for 
ſome politick reſpe&R3, and then to cut it off in the vye- 
ry nick. 

k Nor long after a notorious high a& of Treaſon ; 
drawing to a near analogie with this , for the inſtru- 
ment was led by the ſame ill ſpirit , except that the 
one was lingle, yet upon the perſon of a publ.ke per- 
ſon,, the other of multitudes, if you conlider the A- 
gents or Parie..ts. T he one was cruſhed in the ſhell, ag 
it was upon point of hatching , and ſo moſt happily 
prevented ; but this was ſully perpetrated upon the bo« 
dy of the great Martiall Vine, which ſwayed the Scepter 
of the then moſt flouriſhing Ampelona 3 And Religion 
that holy and harmlefſe Matrone , muſt be made to 
ſharpen the point of that farall ſteel which did ſcariffe 
and penetrate him to the very heart, and ſuddenly 
fe#d him to the ground. It was done when he had a 
potent Army ſo tam'd and feared far and near , com- 
poſed of choiſe yeteranes upon a great myſticall de= 
ſizne,in perfe& equipage, which continueth a riddle to 
this day. And inthe midſt of thoſe triumphs that 
were prepared for his Queen, who had her Temples 
newly begirt with Ampelonss royall diademe. And her 
fancies it ſeems the night before were prophericall, ha- 
ving dream'd that thoſe Diamonds wherewith her 
Crown were embelliſh'd, did turn to Pearls, which 
are accounted the Emblemes of tcars. 

But moſt remarkable it is what one of his own 
Confidents did forewarn him of twenty years before, 
whe 1999 kim balng GNI Saree FOlny Loom, 0p 

orce 
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forcced to comply with the times in point of Ecclefiz- 
ficall af1irs, and being aſſaulted and wounded in the 
month by a young Loyoliſt ; 

Sir, 7ou ſte how juſt and punfluall Gon Almighty 
5s in his Tudgements, for I hope you have denyed the Reli- 
gion you, were firſt notured in , but from the teeth ourward, 
ſo he hath ſtruck you there 5 but take heed your heart go not 
fromit , for he will ſtrike you there the next time ; which 
proved preciſely true. 

Not ualike this prophetick judgement was that 
which fell upon one of his —— not long be= 
fore, who being ſo incenſed againft the Euſebians,thar 
he vowed to pluck out one of their eyes to ſtigmatiſe and 
dlinguiſh them from others ; He was thruſt the very 
ſame day into the = himſelf by an Euſebian , whereof 
he breathed his laſt. 

A hard fate it was that three of Ampelona's Royall 
Monarchs ſhould fall within ſo narrow a compaſle of 
time by ſuch mortall ſtrokes. The laſt the moſt ac- 
compliſhed of all the reſt, was the moſt lamented, who 
out of his cold Urne ſeems, me thinks, to ſend this 
mournfull caveat to the greateſt Potentares on Earth. 

That they are but weak penetrable things, and though 
ſomewhat refined and kneaded from that courſer ſort of 
ftuffe , which goeth 10 the compoſition of the Citizens of 
the world ; yer they are ſo much the more brittle ware, 
onely they differ in their office , which neverthelcſſe 
makes them to have farre leſſe to hope for, then 1 


ear. 

f A greater example hereof there could not be then 
in this great Puiſſant Prince , a Prince in whom no- 
thing of worth was wanting, a pattern of all heroick 
virtues, except that he was tranſported ſometimes roo 
far by that Sex , which overcame the firſt, the ſtrongef?, 
and wiſeſt, that ey:r were of bumane race. 

Wonderfull he was in a@s of Peace and ogy ber 

a 
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had been vi&orious in four main battels, before he 
could peaceably wear the Crown; he weeded the King. 
dom of ſuch as were deyoted to Elazana, and manu- 
mized it from that moſt dangerous confederacy which 
was fermenting many years, weakning it by arms, but 


| daſhing ir to pieces by wir. 


For his A&s of peace, he inriched Ampelona with a 
greater proportion of filk then wool, he beautified her 


{ 1n many places with ſumptuous ſtruRures, cut paſſages 


*rwixt great Navigable Rivers, and was like to do 
the like *twixt Seaand Sea. And ſome ſay he had a de+- 
Fgne toere& ſuch a ſpirituall independent dignity in 
Ampelona , that his (ubjefs ſhould not need to clam=- 
mer the hills ſo often to Petropoljs 3 he diſmorgag”d the 
Crown defmeſneſſe , made an increaſe of munition, 
arms, and treaſure, and left behind a maſſe of Gold 
that ſurmonnted the height of a Lance. And all this 
may be aſcribed to his own aftiveneſle. 

For, as for the outward windows of his Soul,he was 
rarely quick and perſpicacious, ſo was he inwardly 
Exgle-eyed, and perfeRly verſed in the humours of his 
ſubjets. And ſuch a great Artiſt he was in govern= 
ment, that he preſerved Ampelona ( which abounds 
more then any one part uf the Earth beſides with boy- 
ſerous ſpirirs and hot working brains) twenty years 
together without the leaſt tintamarre or noiſe of come 
motion. 

A brave ſprightſull Prince he was, compoſed of ſuch 
a mould, that thongh he wanted | ut very few years 
of his grand ClimaGterick, when the morrtall Scab was 
given him 3 yet the Anatomiſts adjudged, That if Na- 
ture had been ſuff-red ro have run her own courſe in 
him , withour this fatall interruption , he might have 
doubled his age. 

Never was there Monarch , that Lorded more over 
his SubjeQs hearts : Which, as in many paſſazes of 
his

his Life , ſoafter his death it appeared ; when by the 
univerſall Vote, he was eternized to ſuture Ages with 
the Title of GREAT, and that his Statucs ſhould 
be ere&ed inall Mart-Towns of Ampelena. 

w— flat Magni nominis Umbra. 

The Muriall Yine being thus cur down , Ampelona 
fell under a Female Government , (a Female of rare 
endowments and Prcincely worth) untill the ſucceed- 
ing young royall Cion fhould come to maturity. And 
they ipeak of an old Law, That the heir of Ampelona's 
Crown is adjudged then to have paſſed his Minority, when 
he is grown 10 the height of a ſword : So that during this 
Government, it may be {aid ( notwithſtanding the 
contrary Proverb 3) Lun radiis matureſtebat botrus. 

Not long after the Vine, the mighty 0/7ve his neigh- 
bour fel], who with his Beads was ſaid to preſerve all 
his time his ſpacious Dominions , as his Imperiall 
Grandfirc did by rhe Fike, and his Sire, that great Ma- 
£45 of his dayes by the Pen 3 who for ſome rare vertucs 
that dwelr in him, I cannor pretermit with filence. 

He was the greateſt Conquerer of himſelf,and King 
of his own aft-Ctions, that ever was; being alwayes at 
home within himſelf, in an admired equ wj remper of 
humours : No change at all was found in him at gocd 
or bad events, or any ſudden tumuluiry Chance ; 
whereof I will givea few notable inſtances. 

Afﬀcer that memorable great Battell and Nayall Ex- 
pedition againſt Alcharona ( when all Bombycina, with 
the adjacent Iſlands, were at the ſtake ) was won, the 
relation being brought him , whata glorious ViRory 
was got , 'and with what difficulty, and how long ſhe 
fluttred upon the wings of doubtfull ſuccfſe , he was 
not ſurpriz'd a whit with any cxulting motions of joy; 
onely ke ſaid , That his brother , who was Generaliſſim 
in the ſervice, hadventuredvery far: And it was the 
fick time that ever he daign'd to ſtile him Br o:ber, 
a ; 32. eg 
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though they were of the ſame Stock, but he a Branch 
of the wilde Olive. Theſe were the moſt important and 
gladſom' ridings thar pofſibly could be brought him, 
both concerning himſelf and al the Weſtern world, as 
the caſe then ſtood. ; 

For ill news alſo he was the ſame:for in that migh= 
ty Expedition againſt Druine , when the very Virgin 
news was brought him of the moſt diſaſtrous miſcarri=- 
age of the Fleet, that monſtrous Sea-Gianteſſe, the 
kugeſt that ever ſpread ſayl upon ſalt water, take Bulk 
nl Building together,when al the circumſtances were 
punRually related unto him, he was not moyed a jor 
from himſelfe, but calmly ſaid, He had ſent them to fight 
againſt Druina , not againſt the Diety of Heaven, And 
theſe were the ſaddeſt news that poſſibly could come. 
This baving been an Enterprize ſo much ruminated 
upon, ſo moulded and matur'd by time, with infinite 
expence; the Legalitie of the A& confirmed and ani- 
mated by a ſpeciall BenediQion from the great Arch- 
Flamin,and puffed up with ſuch a certiutde aod infalli- 
bility of hopes and preſumptions, that in Perropolis 
there were Bonefires already made, in joy of the Con- 
queſt of Druina. Yet, at the ſaid long expeed relati- 
on, there appeared not in him the leaſt alteration or re= 
ſentment in the world for the miſcarriage of thismigh= 
ty Action, and invincible Fleet, as ſhe was term'd, 
which prov'd, as one ſaid, but a kind of Morrice-dance 
upon Drnina's Waves. 

Another time,being ſhut up 2 whole day in his Clo- 
ſer, to diſpatch ſome ym inftruions for Leoncia, 
| about the time of her firſt revolt 3 and brenging them 
forth fairly written to be dryed,his then Secretary (that 
famous miniſter of State) being with the ſuddenneſſe 
of his comming ſarpriz'd, pour'd the Ink-box all over 
the Writings, and ſo defac'd them,fhat they wete made 
Urogerher illegible 2 This did nor n whit Riere go 

ut 
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but calmly cal'd for more Paper to reſcribe them;ſhew- 
ing him ho difference *twixt the In-box and Sand» 
box againſt the next time. 

Thus in Eclipſes and Sun ſhine,in Calme and Tem-' 
peſts, at ill or torrunate Occurrences,he was immove- 
ably the ſame ; nor could any ſudden inexpe@ed con- 
zingency , were it of never {o great conſequence , di- 
tra, much lefſe diverce him from himſelt. 

The Philoſophers teach 5; That in natural Bodies, al 
thing s decay by the inward cenflitt of their Principles , and 
reluftancy of the pred:minant Elements : for , if a Body 
were evenly balanced by the foure Elements whence the 
humours are derived zs would be unperiſhable. 

The manners of the mind often follow the temper of 
theſe humonrs;therefore in this Prince it ſeems , there 
were the ſeldomeſt and weakeſt ſtruglings amongf 
them that could be. A ſerious reſerved ſpeculative 
Prince he was, and could ſee far and near without 
ſpeRacles or proſpeRQive : and as it was ſaid of one of | 
Druina's Monarchs , he was uſed to ſtand mm the dark to 
ethers, but he made all the world 10 fland inthe light to 
him. He would often complain againſt his Siſter of 
Druina , in that ſhe fomented the 7telian:(his own na- 
rurall ſubje&sagainſt himzthat ſhe intercepted his trea« 
ſare,and counteranced her Captains to rob him in C0- 
Iambina,and all this without ron—_ a$ be thought, 
pre:Eding that he had deſeryd otherwiſe of her,by being 
onee the cheifeſt inſtrument of ſaving her life, & refto-" 
ring her to liberty, and having an Ambafſadour reſi« | 
dent then at her Court, when theſe traverſes of Enmity 
hapned.He was agreat example of P7ety in bis kind, 
and thar in ſo intenſe a degree, that he was uſed to ſay, 

If he knew the Princely plant which firft ſprung out of 
him, did Þut brandle. or heftrate in his Religion , he would 
have his breſt ripped up., and thoſe thoughts plucked out 
of him,nay he would gather ſticks himſelf to burn kim. =Y 
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* "The cauſe of the ſo early fall of that Prince is a rid- 
dle to this houre: butone time in a gay humour he 
wiſhed in the hearing of his Sire , be had Elarand's 
Crown upon his head bnt onely one day : And this 
extravagant wiſh (as*twas thought)did him no good: 
for not long after, he was tren{p/ented into the other 
World by an immature Fate. F 
Another argument, or rather Monument of the pies 

ty of this P latenick Prince was that Work of Wender, 
that gloricus Scrufture , which with expence of eighr 
Millions of Trea/ure,and twenty three years of Time, 
he himſelf enjoying the contentment of it twelve 
whole years after it was finifſhed)he cauſed to be ereft- 
ed, in memory of that famous Battell he got againſt 
Amptlons, being thenin Leoncza : and not ſo much in 
honcur of the day, as of the Martyr whoſe day it was ; 
propertioning the Fabrick to the ſhape of that Inſtru- 
ment he ſuffered upon. The handle of ir makes # 
Magnificant royall Palace, the Body an huge aſſembly 
of Cloyſters , which make up z Conyent and ag Aca« 
demy. And ſo intentive were his thoughts upon this 
Piece of Piety, that when the long-long'd for tidings 
were poſted te him,of the miſcarriageof the fore-men= 
tioned Fleet, which ſayl'd ar firk with wings of ſuch 
confidence againſt Druina;he then —_ his eyes fix'd 
upon a Maſon who was fitting a corner-ſtone,he would 
neither ask, hear , or read one ſyllable , untill he ſaw 
that ſtone ſettled. Sucha vaſt Pile was never rear'd up 
by Scaffold : and I ſubſcribe re them thar hold, rhe 
world hath not the like in one entire piece. And buile 
It 1$ with that unuſu3ll ſolidnefſe and moderate height, 
that it ſeems in his firſt choughts he intended to make 
a ſacrifice of it to perpetuity, and to conteſt with the 
iron teeth of Time. It hatha Quadrangle for every 
Moneth in the Ycare : & whoſoever wil tike an exa&t 
ſuryey of it, muſt go above ow paces forward, out 
Wh. 2 ane 
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and backward, within the circumference of the Walls; 
and the very keys of this huge edifice poyſe above 
3000 Weight. "This great Magis being ſeized upon by 
the hand of death,he {aid none ſhould carry him to his 
own ſepulchre, meaning that migbry monument, but 
bimſelf: where he was no ſooner come, but this huge 
Olive which flouriſhed ſo long , (though ſhaken with | 
enany ſhrewd ſtorms ) fell, as they ſay of vermiculati- 
on, being all worm-ecaten within. 

The ſucceeding Princely 0/ive , though in profound 
xeaches of Policy he came thort of him, yet in Piety he 
rather exceeded him. He relied more upon the Spiritu- 
all power: then the Temporall , holding it the ſafeſt 
courſe: and indeed, it was one of the Cardinall in- 
KruKions his expiring Sire left him ;z and the other 
was, that be might warre with all the world , if he were 
Fn peace with Druina. A little after he yeelded to treat 
with the [telzons as with Free States; from which words 
they ever lince derive theis independency;though Elai- 
ana deny , that ſhe ever pronounced them pofitively 
free , but rerorts the argument upon them : for it ſhe 
condeſcended to treat with thera as with Free States, 
the Hypotheſis muſt be, that they were not Free: for 
the Topique Axiome is, Nullſim ſimile eft idem z but 
whether it will hold in policy, I will nor determine,

f Bout theſe times there arrived in Druins aRhenufi- 
AY an Prince ( Altaphnss,) and Rhenuiurn abounds 
with Princes, yet they are from the Beginning but 
branches fallen from the Imperiall Cedar, whereof ſome 
are growne up ſingle ; other are multiplyed intoa great 
number of Groves. 
Huge is that extent of ground which belongs to the 
PRESENTED, We He cx. 
; hes | 
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tirely ſubje& to the Cedar, would prove formidable 
both xo the Vine,the Olive, and the Oke, with all other, 
and would be able of her ſelf ro make head againſt thar 
huge Giantefſe Alcharona : But Rhenuſrum being divi- 
ded between-ſo many abſolute Princes, and they of 
abort equall puiflance, ( as a great river cut into many 
channels, grows weaker and ſhallower ) Rhenuſrunt 
ftrives onlygto counterpoize her ſelf. | 

Her Trees are well 1imbred, ral,and beautifull, they 
are all commonly of the nature of the P /ane,or Horten- 
ſis his graffs , which love to be watred with wine bur” 
they uſe not onely to be watred therewith, but to be 
overwhelmed and drowned'thereinzfor they drink of- 
ten poſſively , which made one aſcribe unto them theſe 
two properties 3 To underfiand mere then they can utter 5 
And drinke more then they carry. And the univerſality 
of this vice ſeems to take away the infamy of itz ſo that 
whoſoever is temperate there,muſt needs be more tem= 
perate then any where elſe: for he muſt be ſo per antipe 
riffaſin, being ſurrounded and befieged as it were about 
with the contrary habit. The time was that the Cedar 
Kretched forth his Imperiall branches as farre as the 
mountains of the Moon , and that the King of Birds 
neſted within his leaves, thick feathered,and with ful- 
ſumm'd wings faſtning his Talons Eaſt 2nd Weſt; bur 
now I know not by what fate or fortune *cis come to 
paſſe, the Bagle is become half naked, and the Cedar 
very thin leav'd, ſo that for many ages it hath been a 
kinde of continual Awutumne with him. Inſomuch that 
whoſoever will undertake now the Imperiall diademy 
muſt have of his own wherewith ro ſupport and prote& 
itz which I beleeye is one of the reaſons, that it hath 
continued theſe two Ages and more yeares in that ffem- 
which is now ſo much ſpoken of , and envied in the 
world. And this reaſon of State ſounds well, why the 


Cempternvirate lets ir:continue there ſo long , becauſe: 
- this.

this Race having its hereditary territories 8s ramparts 
wpon thoſe yegions that the huge Eaſterne Bramble ty- 
rannizeth over, is beK able to preſerve Rhemufium from 
his Furie. - 

But to know the true canſe why the Cedar hath ſo 
long warped and fallen to this decay , I muſt lead you 
over the;bills ro Bombycina, that great Magazin of wits, | 
and Minjon of Nature, where ſome places agknowledge 
no other ſeaſon but the Spring 3 and they who abſtra& 
Paradiſe from the Earthly Globe, would have it to be 
in that part of the Heavens which is her Canopie. 

Petropolis is the Citie which once awed not onely all 
Bembycina,but {ignorized over moft parts of the babita- 
ble earth, ſo far, that her trophyes and territories were 
ſaid to know no frontiers ; yer ar firſt the circuit of ber 
wals was hardly a mile, and ber pomertum and per quie 
ſits adjoyning where they ſtretched furtheRt, ſcarce fx; 
and the firſt number of her plants about 3800. Yet 
with time & fortune ſhe ſo ſwelled up,that ſhe became 
ro miles about,and her Dominions above 3000 miles 
long 3 And the number of Greffs which ſprang art one 
time ia and about.her walls , in a famous cenſe that was 
made, amounted to aboyc three millions. 

Hence the Imperiall Cedar ſhot out his war-like bran- 
ches far and near for many 3ges, untill the Ivie claſping 
and clinging cloſe about him, ſucked out of him much 
of his veric radical mozflure, to vegerate and quicken 
himſelſe, ſo that thoſe twinings and embracements of 
the Tv7e,proved butas Judas kifles : and this amongſt 
many others is one of the cauſes of the Cedars decay, 
our of whoſe ruines the Ivie did climbe up to a mon- 
Rrous height: And if it be lawſull to pafle from Trees 
to Birds, that memorable compariſon which one pub- 
likely preached in the yery Court of the Tvie, when he 
w33 R-ſiJentiary upon the $kirts of Ampelena three . 
Ages lince was not awproper, at which time that re- 
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nowned Poet Laureat did ſo bitterly inveigh againſt 
exorbitances of Petropolis , calling her the mother of 
bereſfie, ſhop of vice, and forge of falſhovod ; which compa= 
riſon was, 

T hat this ſo high growne Tuie , was like that featherleſſe 
bird , which went about te beg plumes of other birds 19 
cover his nakedneſſe : They moved with commiſeration 
clad him with part of their own , 10 which worke the 
Eagle did contribute mu-h : This bird having his bare- 
neſſe covered with thoſe adven'rious feathers , did thrive 
wonlerfully , andgrew ſo gay that they all rurned to 


all Pearohs plumes ,. imo whoſe neture the Bird himſ"If did 
= a'ls drgenerate , end it is well known what the Peacock, 
re 3s Emblem? of, He began to peck at , and prey upon thoſe- 
er Birds that were his Benefafours , uniill he made ſome of 
tn then flark buzzar ds. | | 

x; Ochers hays compared the Iv7ze to the Stagge in the 

*t fable, which ſhrouded himſclſe under the branches of 
Ee the. Vine in a time of neceſſity, which being pafſed,he 

'S fell a brow7ing,and toeate thoſe /eaves which preſerved 

Ee him : Thus the Tvze is ſaid to uſe the Cedar , with o=- 


thers of his Patrons, who out of high conceit of ſan= 
itie they held of him, becauſe he was the great Arche 
F l;min,prote&ed him upon all accaſions , and would 
not ſtand out with bim in any thing. ”= pitie it is, 
that the fruits of Picty ſhould be ſo abuſed; and that 
that high degree of honour, that great Arch-Flamin- 
Ship wbich at ficſt was ordained to be aſpur to holineſſe,. 
ſhould afier become a ſtirrop to pride. 

And as Perropolis at her firſt riſe, when ſhe came to 
be Miſtrefſe of the fourth Monarchic , and was at her 
higheſt flouriſh, uled to clip the wings of viory , that 
ſhe ſhould not flye away from her 3 ſo ſhe would have 
done to religion alſo,fince the Ivy came to be her Lord,. 

» that it ſhould be found no where elſe, but betweenher 


walls ; which made all the World co have recourſe to: 
C 4 ber, 
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Her , as to the ſole Oracle of ſacred Truth, rhe Source 
of ſaving Knowledge, and Conſiſtory of Mercy: and 
going about to monopolize Religion by theſe ſteps, fhe 
made meer Merchandize of holy things , and grew to 
bean exccllent Chymiſt , that could rranſmure Lead 
into Gold ; perſwading the filly Client, that out of 
tha: L-ad he might make Keys to open Heaven gates. 
[T bus Religion got Wealth, Piety begot Policy ; then 
the Daughters were ſaid ro devour their Mothers. 

Adde hereunto, that it was the praQiice of the Tvie, 
to ſuſcitate and engage the Cedar, with other Princes 
whom he could get into his grapple, to boly Expedi- 
tions abroad , and ſometimes to make them claſþ their 
branches one againſt the other at home 3 whereby he 
rook often opportunity , to ſeize upon ſomething to= 
wards the ſtrengthning and embulkzrg of bimſclf. 

Thus the Ive clinging ſo cloſe to the Conſcience, 
brought the Cedar, the Vine, and the Oke, with all the 
V/<tt:rne Potentates, to bow unto him,1nd do howaze 
ro his very Trunch, and in a manner to idgolatrize him, 
and zremble as the Aſp before him.  - 

He qualified the Cedar with the CharaQer of his 
firſt Sonne ; the Vine, of his younger 3 and the Oke, of 
his adopted ; though I know no reaſon, why the Oke 
may not challenge the right of Pcimogeniture above 
«ll the reſt, inregard his Crowns were firſt irradiated 
with the gleams of ſacred Truth; and, as ſome great 
Clerks avouch, before Petropolis her ſelf : and rouch- 
ing that Title, which doth peculiarize Druina's Mo- 


{ narch from all other, it is mach more ancient thea the 
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| The Olive, this laſt Centenary of years, bath much 
complied with the Ivie, making profeſſion to be his 
Chapin; and indeed he hath more reaſon then 0- 
thers to induce him thereunto,in regards he holds moſt 
of his Dominions ia Fee of him; and amongft the 
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reſt Hippercha ,, which is one ofthe faireſt Flowers of 
his Crown, being. the moſt delicious Soyl of all Bom- 
bicing :. and this he detains from the Iv7e, much againſt 
his will;fer he ſhould be the true poſſefiory Lord there- 
of : But the Olive diſpenſeth with his Conſcience, to. 
pa fe it over with a Complement, and a Herior-once 
every year, though he incurre the thunder of an una- 
voidable Curſe thereby : But it is obſerved , that thac 
brave prauncing Courſler , which Hipparcha gives for 
her Creſt, being formerly ſo full of mettle, that he 
would ſcarce brook Bridle or Saddle,bath been ſo bros 
ken and brought low by her, that he will now yery pa- 
tiently take the Bir, and bare a Pack-ſaddle or Panni- 
ers, if need require, which they lay on him once evexy- 
three years. | 

T he 1vie, by the degrees aforeſaid being led by ſack 
another Geniws,it ſeemas, as the firft Nurſery of plants 
Petropolis had, who varniſhed all their attcmpts with. 
ſingular reverence to the Gods, came from very ſmall' 
beginnings to 3 ſtupendious height. Bur there is one 
ſhrewd brand on it, that his greateſt P@/ron opened a 
way to the Empire by a black way of perfdiouſnefſe 
and Treaſon, in felling down that Ceday , which was 
his liege Lord and Maſter ;. and to comply: with the 
Ivie,condeſcended togive him, among other benefits, 
Perropolis for his Court.. Ever (ince , the great A4rch- 
Flamin hath wonderfully thriven : for proceeding to 
domineer over , and captivate the nobleſt part of the- 
intelle&uall Creature, he afſumed power to depoſe So- 
veraign Princes, to diſpoſe of their Diaderrs , and tor 
diſpenſe with their ſubzeQs from all ties of naturall o-- 
bedience. And ſo liberall he hath been, as ro give a= 
way Druina ( which he termed his inexhauſted Source }

For the Temporal and Spiritual Power ſhould have 
an analogy with thoſe two faculties of the Soule, the 
Will, and the Underſtand ug : The Will dealeth with 
the Underſtanding by way of power and peremptory 
command ; but the underſtanding , afier a ſweet way of 
meekneſſe , condatts the will by perſwaſtons an1 ſtrength of 
Reaſon, and ſo leads him along in a golden chaine, 

He amuſed the World , that the Keyes which open 
and ſhot Heaven, and let downe to Hell,hang upon his 
Branches ; the threats of his diſpleaſure, came to be as 
dreadfull as Thunder-bolts : but of late yeares , they 
are found to be ofa cleane contrary qualicie. 

For the Trunder-bo!t is ebſerved 10 quaſh and cruſh 
thoſe bodyes which with their teughneſe reſift , but to 
ſpare th:ſe which are p/yable and yeelding ; as oftentimes 


we finde the Body of the Tree cruſhed to fitters, when the 


Barke 5s not: r0uched : but thoſe Fulminations which 
ere darted from Petropolis , are of 4 quite different na- 
ture; for upon them that withſtand and bear up againſt 
them , they are as 1 hunder- bolts fallen into the Sea, force= 
teſſe. 

And hereof the Royalf Ohe (and ſome hold , That the 
ri2ht Oke, being Jovs's Tree, (1cra Jovi Quercus, #s 
exempt from-the ſtroke of Thunder) made firſt proofe 
of,of any other Scveraigne Prince ; then the Firre,the 
Aſp, wich others followed : And memorable is the an- 
ſwer which oneof the Royall Firres made Petropolis, 
when ſhe would have exaQted a new Pecuniary Dutie 
ofhim ; and it was this :

Bur of late years, that ſuper-pslitick & irrefragable 
Society of the Loyolifts haye propt up the Ivy 3 ſo that 
all cheir conſultations and ſtudy tends to aggrandize 
bim, to render him ſole and ſupreme Lord of all 
the Earth: And,as for the Spiritual Power they would 
hoyſe him up to be the onely Head ; ſo for the Tempo-

Which Opi- 
nion, thongh it carry with itan hor kind of Zeal, it 
hath lirtle Charicy , lam ſure, with it : Fer, befides 
thoſe Myriads of Plants which grow up, and fal, un- 
der the Oke, the Firre , the Afb, and the Willows, and 
are thick ſet with Petrepel:tans 1n Rhenuſium and Am- 

elona, with ſundry other Forefts,which bavye long fince 
ſhaken off the ſtill encroaching Tvye ,that vaſt Tra& of 
Earth which Yo/gan/a contains , and thoſe numberlefſe 
multirudes which are upand down Alcharena ; nay;. 
thoſe which are in and about the holyeſt of Cities, 
with that 7-mmenſe Region, which ſome hold ro extend 
from one Tropick to the other, Lorded over by Jochen- 
Belul, who tearms himſelf alſo the Head of the Church, 
and Tenchſtone of ſacred Truth , and Tree of Knowledge, 
&c. ( whom thax great Clerk, and late CorreQor of 
Times,wovld haye to bear another Name,but wrong- 
fully) 1 ſay, that huge Territory, which this great Mo- 
narch,with his 4/bnna, doth poſletle 3 fince all theſe 
bear the generall Character of Chriſtians , and have 
the grounds and exerciſe of the Rires of true Piety, 
though in divers formes,it is an hard Cenſure,to judge 
that they are ncnght elſe bur Brufhwood , prepared for 
eternal] flames,and utterly incapable ro be made Tim- 
ber for the inlarging of the Court of Heaven : bur I be= 
lieve this Tenet proceeds froma kind of Policy, to 
ſerve onely for Terrow. © © |

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Let none'miſtake. me, as if while I treat of Trees, 
I ſhould goe about to make poyſoned Arrows of them, 
to dart as Perropslis : No, I reverence her from my 
verie Suul,for the firſt ancient Mother-Church : bur it 
hath been the pradtice of the common Enemie , That 
where Truth ereFeth her Church , he helps Errour 6 rear 
up « Chappet hard by. 

I firmly ſubſcribe,and ſubmit my ſelf to whatſoever 
was ordained or a&cd in her, the fiſt foure Centurie 
of years ; for, nothing makes more for the confirma. 
tion of my Faith, then her PoRcine and praiſe then.. 

For in thoſe Ages, a great many of her bleſſed Arch- 
flamins creping lowly upon the ground , yeelded 
themſelves to be made Bonefires , for the maintenance 
of Truth ; and out of their aſhes ſprung up mor- and. 
more innumerable holy Plants, which did wondcr- 
fully propagate;and they were all indued wi h the vcr- 
rue of the Pa'me ; the more they were oppreſſed and 
overſer with the weight of Perſecuricn, the faſter, fireng- 

er, and ſtraiter they grew up. 

In thoſe dayes, the light of Divine Knowlede did: 
ſtream from Petropolzs, in beams of Innocencie, Sim-- 

lenefſe and Humility; bur afrerwards ( alas! ) it came 
to be offuſcated and halfe choaked vp with Fogges of 
bumane Fancies. 

- Some preſame to affirm,that if the Almighty would 
affume a viſible extern ſhape,it ſhould be compounded 
of Light & Truth, they are ſo efſentiall unto him: Petrro- 
polis was once adorned with both theſe ; bnt long fince 
the one hath bin ſhrewdly dimmed, the other depraved, 
though neither quite extinguiſhed (as ſome affirme)in 
her. So thatT beleeve Druzne had never forſaken Pe- 
rropelis, had Pet: opolis ſtood firme to her ſelſe, and not 
ſwerved from her ficft grounds. | 

ButI find, that all the Devices and Crotchets of 


new Inventions which crept into her, tended rs 
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enrich or enlarge the Ivie- The Barke of the Prime A- 
le was imployed to Piracie, and his Keyes to un- 
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ock the Treaſuries of Princes ; and where they could 
not doe, the Sword ſhould break them open. But for 
his imaginary Exchequer, wherein were hoorded the 
redundancie of good workes,nothing muſt open rhat 
but Keyes of maſſie Gold ;z Arguments were turn'd to 
Armes , and Mitres to Helmets : which made the 
World in ſt-ad of being re&ified, to runne head-long 
into ſtrange obliquities of Schiſme and Confuſion. As 
much, if not more affiance and conceirt of comfort be= 
gan to be had in them, who once were ſinners and but 
yet ſuppoſed S1ints,then in the Saviour himſelf: Vows 
and Oriſons were made to them, that knew nothing 
of the heartzand amongſt ſuch a number of petty Nei- 
tics, God was haifc torgotten. Dignitics in Heaven 
were diſpoſed of on Earth,and to one of their Modern 
Saints that place is given which Lucifer loſt. And the 
bled of mortall Wights, that ever breathed the 
Aire of this lower Region,now qu:itionlefle the high- 
eſt Szint in the Celeſtiall Hierarchie, began to be ſo 
impertinently importuned, that a great pare of Divine 
Liturgie was addr: fled ſolcly to her, in fucha way that 
ſhe queſtionlefle dereſts. They came fo farre in this 
oint, thit to make a perfe& Slve for a ſick Soul, they 
held there muſt be a mixture and compound made of 
Milk and blood, & that they are both of equall vertue. 
Traditions and the Ivies Nzcretals were made of 
equall force, and as authenticall as the ſacred Charter 
it ſelf, and as much obliging the Conſcience ; and bis 
Commands obſeryed with more terrour, then thoſe 
which were delivered by the Voyce of the Almighty, 
in Thunder and Lightning. Ir came to pafle , that it 
grew acommon thing, for one to plant a Tree, and 
With one part to heat his Oven, with the other toroſt 


his Mcat, and ro make his God of the third. 
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And wheres at the beginning, Man was made afitr 
Gods image , which muſt. be underſtood of the imern gra. 
ces of the Soule, it grew a common pradtice, to make God 
after mans image , in extern groſſe corporeall ſhapes, 
whereas the incomprehenſible Majeſty of the Almighty 
Can neither be circumſcribed in place, nor repreſemed in. 
Pifnre,. but darkly deſcribed by an aggregation of his At- 
#r1butes. 

And whereas He being a Spirit ought to be ſerved 
in ſpirit,and chicfly with intern worſhip, & ingraven 
onely in the Tables of the heart , molt of His ſervice 
came now to be extern in ſhews and repreſentaricns : 
His 'l emples being filled with certain kinds of Antick 
faces ,and great Puppets in every corner 3 ſo that Petro- 
polis became ( as alittle after her firſt o1ndation fhe 
was ) « meere Grove of Idol-. X 

Moreover the mind was carried away with ſuch a. 
fond conceit, that Heaven,and that ereruall weight of 
plory which is reſerved there for the Blefled, might 
be over=merited by ſurpluſage of works ; whereas there 
was never any proportien - yet *twixt infinity and things 
fire ;. nor was this Earth ever held but an indivifible 
print , anda thing of m9 dimenſion at alt in reſp: of the 
Heavens z and there ſhould be alwayes a kind of prepor=. 
110n betwixt the work and the reward. 

Thus they thought to climb up to Heaven , vpon 
the Tree of their own Merits,whereas they ſhould have 
obſcrved, that the Publicane was bid ro come down 1he 
Tree,before Grace could deſcend vpon him. 

After this unlucky brood of crrours , there crept in 
odde Philoſophicall ſubrilcies, and forc'd terms ef Art 
which did much puzzle ſacred Theology , and threw 
as it were dirt in her face, with their cl;flicall diſtin» 
Rions,. cavils, quidditics, and ſo transformed her toa 
meer kind of Sophiſtrie and Logomachie. 

Yerall this cannor deprive Fejropolis of the _ 

TX. cr 
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Ker of -a true Church, -(1 cannot ſay adverbiely true, 
and} 0 is 4 lover of adverbs ) ſhe ſtill hath the effenti- 
all grounds, with the extera profeſiton and exerciſe of 
faving kuowledge. "Though Tares repullulate,there is 
# heat ſtill left in the Field 3 the Foundation is good, 
though ſome odde SuperſiuFures have been raiſed up- 
on the firſt ſtory ; And he that pries into her with im- 
partiall eyes, will find that ſhe is nor ſo corruptin her 
poſitions , as in her praiſe: for many who have been 
allured by her Books , have been avertedagaine by her 
Churches, and the fight of her ceremonies, and antick 
forms,which in ſome places are ſuch, that whereas Di- 
y inity ſhould goe clad like a Grave Venerable Marrone, 
ſhe may be ſaid to be accoutred rather like a Courtte 
ane. 

4 But ſome there are,who doe proſecute Petrepolis with 
ſuch a black irreconcileable malice , that whatſoever 
hath been once pra&iſed in her , though arbitrary and 
indifferent in it ſelf, tending happily to decency and 
extern Ornament onely, they hold it to be flat Idola- 
try. They think they can never flic farre enough from 
her, whereby many of them ſtriving to flie from ſuper 
flition, fall into flat profaneneſſe, holding this, hatred of 
Petropolis to be point of holinefle z. ſo that they may 
be ſaid to hate her Religion, rather then the corruption 
which deprayes it : Nay, ſuch is their malignancy in 
this kind,tharit extends to the very inanimate Crea- 
tures of Stone, Wood, and Glafſe, ſo farre, tharhad4 
they their wills , there ſhould nota Reofe, Wall, or- 
Window ſtand, which was once conſecrated by Petre- 
polis. And he was well ſerved for his blind Zeal, who 
going to cnt down an ancient white Hawthorne-tree, 
which becauſe ſhe budded before ethers , might be 2n 
occahon of Fuperſiition,, had fome of the prickles flew 
into his eye, and made him Monoecular. 


Yer forall the ſpecious fruits of ſanRity theſe os 
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1rd Trees outwardly beare, they are found commonly 
rotten at the heart, they are like purrified Wood ſhiging 
in the darke 3 And their fruit like that which is Gaid to 
grow hard by the Sodemitich Lake , faire and goodj 
without, but handled, crumbleth to Aſhes; Sq injurious 
they are to Prayer ( being the very Marrow into which 
the Scule melts in her Devotion to Heaven ) that they 
would thruſt her cu: of her ewne Houſe (the Temple) 
at leaſtgive ber a ſmall roome that may be (un]-fle ſhe 
pon the extemporall iffue of their owne ſhiilow 

rains) harrowed over with ſuch impercineat Tauco- 
logies,and bold :xpoſtulations. 

Sucha dezd}y f-ud they have to Hierarchie and dee 
grecs in holy fenfions, that they account thoſe bigh 
Lumn:iri-s which from all times hay: been 3ppointed 
for the Guidance and Governm*nt of the Caurch, to 
bc nought elſe but Comets and ill b>ding Starres. 

Ta their Conyenticl's they doe commonly belfa cum 
perſons mayis qaam perra'is gerere, Seldome doe they 
give their Flocks any Milk, bur firing Meats ; they 
ſtill thunder out Lightniog ani T-mpeſt , and the 
dreadfull Curſes of the Law, which mult needs hurrie 
many a poore Conſcience upon dangerous Rocks and 
Doubts,and fits of 1D ipair 3 and ſcldome do they ap- 
ply the ſweer and Soul: ſol:cing Lenitives of the Go- 
ſpcl, wh:rewith the Corrofives of the Law ſhould be 
. eempered 3; » h*nce & may be inferr'd , that they think 
oftner of Hell, then Heaven. 

Adde herennto,that ſome of theſe great Santons will 
nor ſtick to expound rhe ſacred Text, upon the war- 
rant of their owne private ſpirits, as if God Almighty 
appear'd to them out of a Buſh; but hereby they uſually 
werke themſelves into ſome oddeillumination of an 
egregious dotage : ..For they ſhall learn, ; 

That in holy things ,, he that ſtrikes upm the Anvil of 
his owne Braine, is in danger to have the ſparkle fe - 
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dic Face, which muſt nreds dazle him : nor 3s he unlike 


him who layeth together hot burning coals with kis naked 
Fingers in ſtead of « pair of Tong. 

I could wiſh that theſe ſcioleus Zelotifts, had 
more Judgement joyned with their Zea/e, thar they 
would not runne away ſo farre from their Text ; ir 
were well , that they would ſuffer Reaſon to perſwade 
them , before ſhe invades them, 2s commonly in Ar- 
gument ſhe doth : That they had more of the ſpirit of 
Conformity and Obedience, tothe Conftituticns and 
Commands of lawjull Authoritic ; which commonly 
everie ignorant and ſhallow mechanick ſpirit amongft 
them , will preſume to cenſure or demurre upon, and 
upon every triviall Cavill rayſe Clamors. As in Tte/i2, 
where theſe fanatick ſpirits moſt ſwarme, not long ago 
two of their greateſt Cle: ks kept a mighty 2doe, Hhether 
Aarons Ephod was «f Sea-greene , or of s' y-colcur : 
and this diſturbed a while the whole Afſembly*, there 
b:ing hot abetters on both ſides. And indeed, theſe 8b- 
ſtrepereus Scepticks, are the greateſt. bane of Divigi= 
tie, who are ſo full of the ſpirit of ContradiQion, that 
they ray(e dayly new diſpures , and multiply Contre- 
verfies, ſo that they 1re al-:cit without number, 

And if the Loga/iſts on the one ſide, and they on the 
other were quite grub'd up ( For they are hut brambles 
m the Lords Vineyard) or cut downe ( and there is 2 
frong warrant that everie Tree which beareth not good 
f-uit ſhould be cut downe ) or that they were ſentto 
Plant in Utopia, it were no great matter. For with 
their extremes they blow the B:llowes, and are the 
common Incendiaries of all combuſtions whereſc= 
ever they come ; For the One , they havs it from their 
ft planter , who had been of the prof. ſion of blood 3 
therefore they would propagate Pietic as Alcharons 
doth hers, with.the ſword , and ſo make Religion to 
be Gladii pediſſequa , and which is worſe, the Mantle 
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to palliate all their defignes, ſo that if one ſhould prieff} 
narrowly into the carriage of their ations , it woul; 

ut him in mind of that damnable tenet of the Atheiſt; 

n nomine Domint fit omne malum. 

And between theſe two, the Weſtern Church, ye 

F a7th her ſelf,that ſacred Lady , doth ſuffer as betwin 
two Milefafours , the one Ciſturbing her peace , the 
other depraving her doQrine z but the time will come 
that they ſhall be both cruſhed ro pieces on both fidey 
and not a bone of hers broken; 

' But nothing is fo naturall to the humane Creature, 
and which he longs after , and delights in more thenn- 
velty and change, yea in holy things; And as long as ht 
#*s compounded of the foure Elements , whoſe verry being 
conſiſts in mutability , his brain muſt. ſtill fluFuatt 
with new fancies 3 As loom as there are diverſity 
of Climes , whence the Celeftiall bodies ſend down theit 
influences , and make Impreſſims upon the minde in wi 
ferent degrees of temper , there muſt be various Ide- 
a's and conceptzons of the Deiry , as well as of all 6 
ther things 3 and as time doth work a revolution in it 
felf, fo it doth in all ſublunary matters 3; We grow 
weary of old things, of Morall and Politick Laws , of 
the moſt exafF and regularſt Languages, of outward 
habits, yea the inward habitudes are ſubjeF to this; 
nay, Religion ber ſelfe is not exempt, but like the Moon 
hath Ecclipſes, Changes, and Spots ; But as ſome Aſtro- 
nomers affirm , thoſe Specks which are diſterned in the 
body of the Moon,to be cauſed by the fſhadowie refleftions 
of Rocks and: Mountains which- are upon the furface 
of the Earth; So the Swelling vain conceits that ariſe 
and puff up the: mind, are the cauſes of ſuch blemiſhes in 
Religion. 

An undeniable principle it is , that there is but ont 
Truth, «nd one Track which leadeth to the right notion 
of the- Almighty 3 And' certainly ,. He being a ag 
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M and the moſt ſimple of eſſences , they approach neareſt 
if this Track, who ſerve him, as I ſaid before , in Spirit 
and ſimplicity of thoughts, with the leaſt mixture of ex. 
zern Rites and humane inventions 1: for as im Heraldry, 
it is held « rule, that the plainer the Coat of Arms is , the 
more ancient it is : ſo in the blazon of nue religion the 
more ſimple and plain the fom #, (yet T alwayes preſupss 
poſe decency _) the nearer it comes to the old Priminve 
WmMmes.

AR here behold a thing of wender : Adriana fitet 

upon an afſembly of lands, inthe very jaws of 
Nepiune: where being planted at the very firſt a Chri, 
ſtian ( a prerogative ſhe wworthily vaunts of aboye all 
other ) fhe hath continued a Virgine ever fince, near 
upon twelve long Ages, under the ſame torm and face 
of Government, without aoy vilible token, or leaft 
wrinckie of old Age. | 

The great Arch-flamine eſpouſed her once to Nep. 

rune, and a Propelie there is , That ſhe ſhall continue 

il a Virgine, nnrtill he forſakes her : and he,of late years, 

Wt i$ obſerved to ſhrink, and grow weaker aboat her, as if 

7 fhc had made himover labour himſelf tos much upon 
her. And it is well known, no place (wimms more in 
all manner of wanton pleaſure z witncfle thoſe multi. 
tides of Medlars which make their Beds, and are per- 
mitted ro grow about the Mjr7!le, for which ſhe is fo 
much ſpoken of all the world over. 

Moſt renowned Adriana hath been, for brave ex- 
ploits up and down the World, having wreſtled with 
the greateſt of Fartkly Porentates. She re-eſtabliſhed 
the Eaſtern Cedar more then once in his Throne ; ſhe 
reſtored the Ivie twice in his holy Sear, being chas'd 
ont of Petrepslis: which made the great Arch-flamine of 
late years to be fouly taxed of a kind of ingratitude, in 
offering to cauſe her Armories to be defaced in his 
Court,hrving ſo well deſery'd of him:Bur it is chcugh!', 
fince ſhe expelled the Loyalifts out of her Terrirorics, 
Perropelis bath ſtill a grudge to her, which lyeth yer in- 
dizeſted, and is in her like Lees in the borrome of a 
Tub of Wine , which at the leaſt ſtirring of the Veſicl 
is ready to riſe up. ; 

| By the Charter of her Saint, ſhe is ro have in her Ar- 
eh ſenall as many warlike Veſlels , as there be dayes Fo 
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the year, and in the Summer ſeaſon,as many in courſe 
25 there be houres in the naturall day, to ſcoure three 
hundred miles of Sea, whereof ſhe is Proterefle. And 
ſome kind of Veſſels ſhe hath, which knew not how to 
te beaten, untill of late years that rop of Druinas Ca- 
valiers ( one that hath ſpirit enough te aRuate that 
good]y tall Bulk) receiving ſrom them ſome affronts, 
met with them handſomely, and banged them to good 
purpole. 

1n that dangerous League, when moſt of the Occi« 
dentall Potentates were banded againtft her, and in a 
manner conſpired to fink her, ſhe bore up above water 
againſt them all. But her cuſtome hath been, to piece 
the Lions skinne witha Fex tail, and ſo to ſupply the 
weaknefle of Force, by wilinefle. of Art,and advantage 
of Treaty.” And it is well known, how the Myrtle hath 
taught the }/iHows of late years part of her Cunning z 
between whom, there is an irrefragable Confederacie, 
to bay Ela7ans, and ſtop the further growth of the Os. 
live. . 


Amongſt other things Adriana is much cryed up 
for, her rich Treaſure is one, which Ela!and hath often: 
atternpred to exhauſt : And one of her Embaſladours 
deſiring on a time ts ſee ir,ſeemed to {1:.ight it,in com- 
pariſon uf his great Maſters Treaſure, which is perge-- 
tmally growing , and hath no bottome, as that had : 
Which made one ſay , That Adrians,in relar ion to the 
foure Elements , hath her Cirie in'water, her Trea- 
ſure in the Aire, her Veriue in Fire, which makes the: 
Earth ſo to flie away from her. 

True it is, that of lare years the Myrtle hath been 
ata ſtand, in improving the Treaſure of her Saint, 
fince E/aiana hath crofſsd the Equino@iall, and found + 
out 'a Track by Sea to Levaniina ; whence Ad iave 
did uſe to receive, nor farre from her own home, and 
diſpence through all the Weſtern world, thoſe aroma- 
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rick and dainty Fruits the Indian Trees afford : but 
ſhe gives out that the lofle of that trade is recom 
penced , by certaine fingular Immunities ſhe hath 
through ſome of the Dominions of Alcharona : So 
that of Jate years ſhe is ſhrewdly ſuſpe&ed to be x 
Concubine to the huge Bramble, who hath often lopped 
her Myrtle, and cut off the onely Regal! branch ſhe 
had : And againf him it muſt be confeſſed, ſhe is the 
greateſt Rampart , and beſt Security all the Weſtern 
Princes bave anywhere by Sea- 

Thus the Myrtle flouriſheth ſtill, And truly, a rare 
and wonderfull thing it is , that for ſo long a tra& of 
Time, confidering the violent ſtorms that hath fhaken 
her ſo often,ſhe ſhould Rill continue freſh, & without 
warping , or any confiderable change, or the leaſt ſym- 

ome of old Age, as I faid before.Whereas other Po- 

iticall Bodies , of a farre greater Bulk, bave met with 
their Grand ClimaRerick, and received Changes, ina 
farre ſhorter Revolution of Time. 

F or politicall Bodyes, as well 5 Naturahl, have their 
degrees of Age, Declinings, and Periods, which I cat 
avt ſo properly tearm Periods , er Succeſſions, or Viciſſt- 
zudes 3 Common-weals have often turned 10 Krmgdomes, 
«nd Realms have been cut out into Republicks , the ruine 
of one, being ſtill the raifing of the other 5 as one foot 
cannot be lifted up, till the other be down : wimeſſe theſe 
feure mighty Monarchies , which were as ſpokes upon 
Formwnes wheel , or as ſo many Natls driving out one 


 auother. 


And 0 it is alſo in Natural Bodyes 3; the corruption 
of one, 3s ſtill the generation of another : ſo that it ſcemes, 
Namure hath her wheel alſo , as well as Fortune ; and 
theſe changes and ehances , tend to preſerve the whole 
from decaying. So, that the opinion of that Adrianiin, 
fence much ewich'd by a Learned Druinian, # farre from 
deſerving to be expleded for a Paradox viz. That <

Vr it is high time for me to rerurn now to my Rhee 

nuſium Prince Altapinus, newly arriv'd in Druine 
upon a high deſigne of love, and no lefle rhen ro the 
faireſt branch of the Royall Oke,that mirrour of all per- 
fetions : The 1tefian', and the old Fox of Ardennes, 
with Druinas greateſt Arch-Flamin, did mainly ad- 
vance the work, togerher with the Princely Oreage,and 
the yillows ; bur the Royall Firre of Elatens, and thar 
ge Queen from which ſhe ſprang,gave but cold con- 
ent chereunro,and it was thought it leflened ſome part 
of her naturall affe&ion rowards her ever after, Yer 
Altapinus was admitred a Suitor, and as he was in hor 
purſuir of this brave attempt of love, behold a mourn- 
full accident of fate intervenes ; the fall of rhat brave 
Standell,which ſhould have immediately ſucceeded the 
Royall Oke, in all his Dominions, This firuck an 
Earthquake into all hearrs for the preſent, wich were 
affeftcd with various paſſions of griefe, feare, amaze- 
ment, and dark ſuſpitions, that in regard his fall was 
ſo immature and ſudden, it could not be without ſome 


. finiſter praiſe of violent means, nor can fome be 


wean'd from that conceit to this day, imputing the 


.cauſe of it to a precocity of ſpirit and yalour in him, \Þ 


and thar rherefore ſome infectious Sourhern aire did 
blaſt him, Bur chis is certain that there was intelligence 
of it in Elaiaza's Courr, amongſt the Luranean Loya- 


liſts a pretty while before his fall, 


This incomparable Prince was ſo lamented, that all | 
kind of Trees througbour the whole Forreſt hang & wn 


their heads,and ſeemed to be turn'd to Cypreſſes for the 


rime ; which being expired, rhe nuptials of Prince At- | 
tapinzus were conſummated, and when the conjugall | 


knot was a tying, the Princely Bridz was obſerved to 
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3 Dodonda's Grove, or 
he poſſeſſed with a ſudden apprehenſion and eruptions 
ot joy, which as the iron decree of Fare would have ir, 
turn'd after into many pangs,Gud wot, ofanguith and 
{orrow. EX 

For being bur a few years ſerled in Fhenuſihm, du- 
ring whichtime all the neighbouring Princes enyied 
their high felicity ; Behold the Cedar, by the inſtiga- 
tion of the Loyaliſts, fell out with the Homebiars who 
had ele&ed him xo be their King, ny rhar he 
would keeptheir priviledges inviolable, bur they al- 
leadging he had infringed rhem, they would continue 
no longer under the ſhelter of his boughs, but ſhook 
him oft) tore his Seals, and rcſum'd liberty to chooſe 
another King. 

Hereupon they made a proffer of their Crown(l can- 
not ſay it was the maiden proffer) ro Prince Alta» nw, 
who conſulting upon it, th;o11gh nor ſo maturely, as the 
diſaſtrous events ſhewed afterwards,accepted it, Many 
there were which animared him thereunto, and amongſt 

other motives of inticement they uſcd, one was, that if 
be bad courage ennwwgh to ad-enture upon ihe faireſt 
branch,and ſole of thar kind of Druina's Royall Oke, bt 
might very well veaturenpona Crown when it Was tens 
d:ed him. 
Thus he went triumphanrly tro Homebia,where he w:s 


 inavgurated and crown'd King with many high expreſ- 


l10ns of joy and triumph. 

Abour theſe times, behold a farall rorch appeared in 
rhe Heavens, placed there by the great ArchiteR ot the 
world, ro forewarn Morrtals of their miſeries, and the 
Girefull effe&s it produc'd,were under that clime, 

Theſe blaking lamps,which in this laiter age had appea- 
redin tre afteriſmes of Caſliopaea,tbe Serpent and Swan 
broueht not fortb ſuch horrid events,as thu inthe Virgin

A were to digreſſe from the ſcope of this diſcourſe, bs 
make 
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make diſquifetion whethry theſe unuſuall lights be þg- 
Pires or 3a 4egens, new-come gueſts, or old Inhabirancs 
in Heaven, or whether they be meere metcorologicall im- 
preſſrons not tranſtending the upper Region, or whet'er 
to be rank'd amongſt celeſtiall bodies ; I leave the in- 
dagation of this high cauſe to the Diſciples of Johannes 
de facro boſco,rf John of holy buſh, it being not the /ub- 
Je of my Trees at this 1ime.But th:ſe hairie Lamps have 
bren noted to hve been alwayes the fatall U;bers of Ca- 
lamity and Alterations in States, And as upon Earth pro- 
digious births port 'ndns good, ſo theſe new congendered 
moniters abave, point alwayes at ſome ſad events to fol- 
low, either Mjzos, aniues, or vatue!, warres, peflilence, 
or famine: all wiich have moſt miſerably rag'd through 
goore Rhenuſium every ſince, and ceaſe nt 10 this very 
boare ; and that with ſuch fury, that is many pla- 
ces the bed cannot priviledge the ficke, nor the cra- 
ale the: ſucking, nor the great belly the Embryo, 
nor the Tribunal the Magifrate, zor the A'tar tte 
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The- chief grounds of all which was impurcd to: 
this reyo!r of the Hemebians, from the Cedar. For the 
beavens brighr eye had: ſcarce run. one whole carecr 
through the Zodiack, bur cowards that ſeaſon ot grea- 
teſt mirth throughout the whale year, The Cedar had 
capirulated with the E/ er (who from that tine for- 
ward fell fick of the ga!!, (a diſeaſe incident to old 
trees) againſt A[tapinus,though he was the principall 
branch of his ſto þ) ro. multer up certain-military for- 
ces to his uſe ; for the exp:nce of which ſervice, he en- 
gag'd part of his Countrey. to him ; with which forces 
though fewer in number,and tyred with long marches, 
he ſuddenly aſſailed 4Jtepinus his Royall Army, and 
got the day, The Eldar purſued the victory to the 
very walls, where A/tapan's with the Prince'y Car- 
kajils, reign'd, and being earl, were conſtrained.

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to flie in confuſed manner wirh halfe bag and baggage. 
Thus the inconſtant- goddeffſe rurn'd her wheel abouur, 
and for this ſhadowie Crown made him loſe the ſub- 
ſtance, viz. his Princely inherirance, the brave terri- 
rories of Bactharia. Some there are which thought it 
much that A!tapinus appear'd nor himſelte in rhe field, 
the day ofthis battell,in regard his newly worn Crowne 
ſtood upon the tortunc oftir ; And rhar having good 
ſore of creaſure in caſh, he fuffered his Souldiers to be 
heartlefle, and ready to mutinie for pay, moſt of that 
treaſure falling afterwards a booty to the enemy. 

The infortunate A/tepinus traverling up and downe, 
Rhenusfium came ar laſt with the Princely Carbaſ6lzs to 
ltelia, where the martiall Orexge welcom'd her with 
high demonſtrations of joy, and his firſt congratulati- 
on was, That if ſhe had been the Maſculine Plant, Ho" 
nebia's Crownhad never been loft (0 ſlightly. 

And good reafon ſhe had to be welcome to Itelia, 
for it was more then conjeur'd, that *'twas ſhe who put 
Prince A{tspinus upon this farall enterprize to advance 
her owne efds, For the truce with E/aiaza being then 
npon pint of expiring, ſhe had no hope to draw Dru 
ias's Monarch, whoſe genius was ſo ſtrongly bent 
for peace, but by theſe means, into military engage- 
ments, that ſo part of Elaiana's ſtrength might fall 
upon him ; bur Ize/ia reckoned withour her hoſt in this 

int, 

For the firſt ridings being brought him of that un- 
dertaking, He calls his Sages together, and in a pro- 
found ſenſe of forrow, and a kind of Propherick ſpirit 
(and the 0he of all orher Tyees is only fatidicall) told 
them, whart a fearfull infortunate bulinefle this would 
prove; And that the youngeſt there amongſt them ſhould 
zot ſte the end of it ; which by ſad experience hath 
proov'd roo true, avd yer continueth, Moreover he was 
uſed to ſay, thartae Homebians made uſe of Altapinus, 
FT 
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«« the Fox did of the Cats foot to pull the Apple out of the 
fre for bis owne eating. And from that day ro his laſt,he 
dilavowed the At,nor would he afford Aitapizus the ri- 
tle of King,alledging that it would be a dangerous pre- 
fidenc ro juſtific the rumultuary uprilings of ſubjets in 
thar kind againſt their King, 

And as this diſaſtrous bufineſſe begun with an omi- 
nous Comer, fo there hath an ill Planer hung. over ir 
ever fince,for ſcarſe any enterpriſe hath proſper'd inthe 
procedure of it, bur one calamity ſtill uſher'd in ano- 
ther, F:ni 4nius maligradus eſt faturi. As if ſome ill- 
boding Mandrake bad bin found our,and grubb'd upin 


Baccharia, at the beginning of this farall underraking, 
The Cedar having thus debell'd the Homebians, tore 
the labels of moſt of their ancient Laws, made new or- 
dinances, and pur ſame of thera to exquikte rorments, 
rerending that the Crown belong'd no more to him by F 
leRion,bur that he was their propitiatory Liege Lord 


_ 


by Conqueſt, Nor did he hold this to be an equall repa- 
ration tor the indigvity he had received by Attapinus z 
but made his recourſe ro his Nephew the Olive, whom 
he partly increared, as being the ſtrongeſt of his ſtock 
(and therefore ſhould be ſenlible of the affront) and 
artly ſummon'd himgas being Prince of the Rheauſcun 
mpire, and holdi'g Leox.z2,and other Territories, in 
homage of him,to athiſt him with ſome auxiliary forces, Þ 
ro vindicate this high diigrace, which was dunc him by Bt 

Alt-p mts. ; 
Hereupan rhe Glve ſent him his great Captain the 
Thora, with the flower ot his forces in Leozcia, who 
ſhortly after invaded Baccharia (Altapinns his ancient Bf 
patcimony, and £-rbaſptss joynture) whereof he impa- 
troniz'd himſelt without ſcarſe one firake given ;

His e/deſt Graff ſucceeded him a while in Royall 
favcur;bar he quickly fell by the malignancie of great 
ones ; the apprehenſion whereof ſunke ſo deep into 
him, that ic brought him ro his laſt end, His brave old 
Sire hearing char, ſeri him word a little before his fall;

This Afembly long demurr'd and dwelt upon the 
queſtion,and after a long protraQtion of time,they con- 
cluded arlaſt affirmatively ; Aad in caſe the Ohe fail'd 
10exceute what was ſtipulated, the Olive was (8 Vindi= 
cate bis oath,and right bimſelf by the ſword. 

This difficulty being ſurmounted, there was exceed- 
ing great joy, and all the Capitulations were incer- 
changeably ſworn unto both by the Oke and Olzve, and 
as Chexendra ſaid in Elazana, lo the Royall Oke himſelf

uato,aud ſent to viſit Prifte Rocalino) was taken away 
by the hand of fate ; and is regard there was yet no con- 
tradi but a treaty ently on ſoot, be could not proceed fur- 
ther iz this buſineſſe without a lalification of the former 
lxcerſe by Meliflanus che newly choſen Arch-Flamin, 
which by reaſon of his indifpoſtion of bealth,and the large 
diſtance of place, wid not orc d With that cele-

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rity thal was wiſh'd : But now that His Highneſſe was 
pleaſed to flay (o many years for a wife,be might well ſlay 
a few months longer, and he would undertake to nego-

HMoreover,bis Majeſtic Was Rot ignorant, that the Capi- 

in/ations which hu Royall Sire bad ſigned and ſworn un- 
to, and were confirmed by bis Counſel of State,were doe 
with this proviſo, That if he had not return'd in Druina 
by ſuch a time,all that was paſſed ſhwld be pronon facto. 

The Olzve bearing this,ſt20d a while at a ſtand, and 
after ſaid, Since his Highneſſs bad preſſed the neceſſity of 
bis departure with ſuch pregnant reaſons;if be feared any 
commotion in Draina, by reaſon of any thing that might 
reflect upon theſe proceedinzs, he would ſend an armp 
with bim of purpoſe : And ſince matters were ſo, his

Chenanira anſwered 
very ſhott, That be accepted of what they bad ſaid, and 
ſo they parted, 

Prince Recal;notaking his leave of the Lady Amir, 
was deſired by her to ſec a Yeſtall Saint in his way as 


he paſſed, whowas then cried up for miracles : In ſome 


divine exerciſes ſhe was reported to be often lifted np in 
the aire, and appear as freſh as a Roſe, though ſhe was 
turrowed with age, that ſhe look'd like a ſpirxkeprina

Bur he coming thither, and ſhe mingling diſcoure 
with him a long rime, the ſubſtance whereof was for the 
moſt parr,rhart he ſhould be gond to the Perropoliran in 
Druina,and beſtow an alms amonyſt her poore Veſtall 
liſters, there could no elevations be diſcerned, or any

In the interim,great preparations were made againſt 
the celebration of the nuprials : The Lady Amira ap- 
plyed her ſelf daily tolearn Drume's language,the So- 
veraign Miniſters which repreſented the perſon of Dy«- 
inas Monarch, carried themſelves rather like ſubje&s 
towards her, than Ambaſſadours : Many rich accoutre- 
ments and preſents ſhe had provided for Prince Focali- 
38;her family was aflign'd her;her officers diſtinguith'd; 
and (which weigheth much with me for the reality of 
the thing) Sophronio had-provided a great number of 
brave liveries tor his attendance,as rich as any thatever 
mere worn in that Court, and matters were cryed up 
with ſuch a certitude, that the mart went twenty to one 
the buſinefſe wouldrake.

Whence I learn, Thart in Politicall affairs,as well « 
Mechanical i,it ts farre eaſter to pull down then build up; 
for that firafure which was above ien ſummers a build- 
inz, and ihas by as mean Artiſts,was deitroyed in 4 mo+ 
men's 
And the world adjudged Elazana to be well appayed 

for the hard meaſure ſhe had oftered Prince Rocalins,to 
rantalize him ſo long with dilatory hopes, and let him 
return at laſt without His errand : For upon the very 
point when the buſinefle ſhould have been conſumma- 
cd, and the Lady Amiratendred, the motion may be 
ſaid to have been rejetted as it were by Druiza. 
Many obſtacles concurred ro hinder this great work,

Bur'for-Kocaline himfelf, as Elaiang rings of the re 
nown of that herojich Enterprize, and will do, ro all 
Poſterity, fo ro this day his memory and fare is freſh 
in that Court, 'for his ſage and Princely comporement, 
'mixt with ſuch becoming gravity, that it ſured with 
the very genius of that Nation, where a Prince without 
gravity, us ſaid to be like a Peacock without a'Tayl. 
Whence it may be inferi*d, rhat though che main bu- 
fineffe reok nor (which continues a dark kind of riddle 
to this day) yet FRecalino gain'd much in point of ho- 
nour, beſides the mighty experience(which zs the great 
Locking-gluſſe of Wijdeme) he purchaſed thereby. 
Never was Lady ſo gallamily courred,no net Daphne 
'hor ſelf (whom -the amorous god converted to a Lay- 
'reſl) was woo'd with thar bravery and-ſtrength of af- 
'fe&ion, whichwas ſhewed with rthar fervour, that E- 
ta;:2a very poorly made uſe of ir, ro gainrime and get 
Ntriter conditions ; for as I heard one of them ſay, 
Leve 25 like a 'Par of Charcote, whith meeting with 
the wind, iis contrary, makes it turn more ardent ; Or 
like a rapid torrent with juſling againſt a damme ſwe!t 
bigher : ſo love meetmg With oppeſitioa.groms hotrer and 
Yougere 
4 Bur a moſt unworthy thing it 'was, and which all tie 
worldcryed out at, to make this his hear of love, and 
coming thither, rwo-aRts which ſhould'haye accelerared 
the butneſſe, ro rurne 'to his advantage, But it hth. 
thriven with them accordingly ; for it is obfery*d thar 
their -affairs up and down the world 'erer fince have. 
tariven but very odl,, | p 
Aſter 
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| After his.deparcure it was diſputed pro & con, whe- 
ther that affetion whereof he bad ſhewed ſuck brave 
eeſtimonics, was reall or.no ; howſocver ir-was granted 
'by. both fides, that Recalino had purchaſed a high opi- 
nian bf honour by ir ; for if it was reall, he ſhewed 
þjaxſelfro be a:great maſter of his affeRions, thar he 
.coald:check. and call.them homie ſo ſoon : If ic was 0- 
therwiſe, it. diſcovered a high. point of wiſedome, to att 
thepart of an Amoriſt ſo lively and pathetically, Had 
that bad Greek, one of the Muſes firtt Prieſts, been 
contemporary to this heroick advenrure, how proud 
had he been of fo ſublime a ſubjeR ro heighten his fan= 
cy, 2 ſubjett indeed adequarero Apoliotunlclf and his 
whole-quire of Daughters ! And I cannot wonder 
enough,thar nione all:chis while, rowhom, Ex meliore 
duto finxit.precordia Titan, have not employed their 
Talent-to this cask, conſidering the rarencfile,and rich- 
ncile of the matter. 

Butto reſume my diſcourſe, Sophronio having re- 
ccived that forcfaid new command from the Royall 
Oke, went to propound the entire and: ſpeedy ſurren- 
der.of Bactharta. 

The Olive ayſwered, That if a treaty would be com- 
-menced with the Cedar, who was now Lord of it, and 
-He,with the Elder (but bis Commiſſtoners) if he came 
#2 to terms of conformity, be world joya arms wii 
Druina zo recover ' it, and: ſor caution bereef he would 
engage that ricb City whither bus fleet of treaſure ar- 
'rives yearly. 


But this net ſatisfying, he went to take bi leave of ©

advertiſementt, what clouds wire engendring in Dive 
ina's Court, and in regard theenuy which was drawn 


wpon bim proceeded from the labowrs and omaggs" w 
ad -: 
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b 1d employed to fntſh the match, theyefore be would boli 
h:mſelf much toncbed m honour, if. for this cauſe am 
ſuould ſo prevaile againſt him as to cauſe bis ruine or dif- 
grace. Therefore h: would write to Druinas King, and 
ſind a particular Ambaſſadour, if need required;tort 
preſent the true ſtate of things, in regard that Sophro- 
Rio had ſerved bim with that exatineſſe if fidelitit 
which was well known to the world, and '0 Elaianajn 
particular, that it drſerued not only to be aſſiſted with 
all good offi.es, but it was fit to be rewarded, and pub- 
I fhed, And that the Royall Olive for the example of 
hi en'n ſubjefts,and cacouragement ef thoſe that did or 
hereafter ſhould ſe: ve other brinces with: that punttu- 
lity as Sophronio had cone, bad commanded him to of- 
fer- bim a. blank fened by the Royal Olive himſelf, 
wherein be might ſet down bis own conditions, both in 
point of titic and fortune. 4nd this be did in n0-way to 
oblige another Prince his ſubjed, but only as an encou- 
r4:emeni 10 honeſt aud faithfull proccedings, and there- 
fore be wculd not make theſe offers in private, but Juſtiſi> 
avle to lheworld, and wenuld accompany alb he ſhould do, 
with a declaration, that thi he bad dent, was for the 
ſervice he had doae big own Ma/ler. | 
Sephronio replyed, that he was much afflited to bear 
ſeth l:aguage. ; and that bs deſired it might be kaowi 
aud underſtood, thar Elaiana was.not any way bebolden 
to him ; for what ever he haddone be did it, for that be 
thought it fitteſt-for bs Maſlers ſervice and his own 
b nor, without having any relation to Elaiana ; Ard 
that be ſirvid a Maſter from whim be was aſſured f 
jxul/ice and due reward. And for thoſe who were thought 
by ea: mics, be kutw their. power to be great, but be ſer- 


ved ſo jo ſt a Meſter, that Le doubied net, but bis inzo- 
' cexty would prevail againſt any wrong, they ſhoxld in- 


itn him +: And though his c we in:ez11-y would not give 
bn, lea 39 apprebexd any kiad of danger or P_ 
rom: 
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Som bisfaid Maſter, and were he aſſured to run inte 
£28inent. danger,yet wou'd he rather go home to caſt bim- 
ſe'f at bis feet for mercy, and thereby comply with the 
duty and honour of a faithfall ſervant, thru tobe the 
greateſt of Elai.inas Princes, 

So I leave this mighty buſinefle for a Riddle as I 

ſaid before )both to the preſent and all future ages ;

So Lleave alſo Sophrowo preparing for his journey, 
and inexpreſlible ir. is, whar a black kind of obſtupe- 
fattion, and regrer all the world was-polleſled withall 
in Elaiazas Court, ſpecially the Lady Amira, who, we 
thoughr, would have rurned-into one of the Heliades, 
(thoſe amber-weeping-rrees) for ſorrow, Many argu- 
ments of a reall love appeared from her towards Ro- 
cal;no, amongſt others one was, that ſhe cauſed many 
divine duties to be performed for his ſafery in his re- 
wrn to Druix3 ; where being landed, he fell down and 
kifled the very earth for joy ; And. being come to Tha- 
miſond, one would have thought that huge body com- 
poſed of ſuch. numberleſle pieces had been all on hire, 
-and rurned to one flame from thoſe huge piles of ſa- 

crifices ef uniyerſall joy, notwithſtanding rhoſe huge 
cataracts of water that powr'd down from the metc- 
ors; Burt greater farre, and more ardent were thoſe in- 
ward flames of gladneſfle, wherewith all hearts did 
burn and ſparkle to ſee their Rocalins again. All mouths 
were full with O ker leafs aud in the Wood ſo wide, Kc. 


with other ſuch ſongs and catches of airy mirth ; The Ji 


very inanimate Creatures, as ſteeples and walls, did | 
ſhake with joy, yea the very pavements and channels | 
pledged healths tor this happy rcturn, 
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 Amongft -ocher forreigne co lations which 
came os. and near, - R ayer S ſuddealy 
ſenr, but wich this: Complement ; 
: That zext-to the hand of froineprovidence, be might 
thank ber, and ber numerous: graffe, that the came ſo 
ſaftly-and #eelyback ; i that I cannor bur deride their 
thallownefle, and —_ of judgement, who think E. 
laiana hadany defigntoderain him there. 
The Rozall Ohofurmmoncd -hereupon a generall af- 
ſembly, wherein by che relations of #/ifers (and in- 
deed he for his own parcicularhad lirtle reaſon to love 


Eliana ever after for ſome diſreſpetts thar had paſſed) 


the rwo treaties, rouching the alliance with Zlaians, 
and reſtitution of Baccharse were quite diflolved by the 
unanimous vere of thargrear Aflembly, not one dif- 
ſenring from ir, which mac bis Majeſty fay, 

That hethought they were lod :by one Pivit, as the fe- 
vary Interpreters, 

Ani nothing could be more pleating to the Druini- 
exs then'the ruprure of racſe treaties, as the caſe then 
Rood, for were extremely netled t5 ſec the Prince 
ty Randell of their Royall Ohe return from & laiaya with 
a branch of willows. , 

'Nor indced did the Peplary-and Coppices, and vulgar 
fort of Druinas Trees, ſpecially Thamiſond, ever aftcdt 
this match, for -they were tranſporced 'with ſuch a 'rca- 
ſonlefe averſenefe to it, that whoſoever did ſpeak bur 
mfavyeur of it, or diſcovered any good wiſhes to.it, he 
was preſently held a Petropolican, and to have ſwat 
towed a leaf of the Toy. 

The Petropolitans throughom alf Druina wereex- 
cecedingly dejeRed and crefi-fallen ar'theſe proceed- 
ings, ant that matters went ſo crofle in 'Elaiaree ; And 
as it was obſerved to be an ill-fayoured augury, thar a 
*peece of the Royall Tarrafſe fel under #H0ordogir at his 
firſt audience, when he come Hos - #gere, when the 
reaty: 
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treatic of alliance begun tobe. in ſerious-agitation. ; . ſo 
4 lixtle befoxe this diflolution of ir, another fatall acci- 
dent, or rather Tragick preſage fell out in Thamiſond : 
For as the Petrgpolitans were in-midft of divine exer- 
ciſe, and ſome :ſay inveighing againſt the Euſebiaxy, 
the Oratoric ſuddenly rumbled down, ſo that a grear 
aumber of them were quaiſh'd to death by the-very ina- 
nimate creatures of Rones and rubbith, [tothe conſter- 
nation of all the world. 

And this happened when they were ag0Bge and 
building of Caſtles in the aire, and at the height of 
their hopes, that by vertue of the ſaid alliance, they 
ſhould have a kind of liberty of conſcience equall'to a 
Toleration, 

The Royall Oke fokowing the adviſe of 'the fore- 
ſaid great Councell prepared for a warre, which quite 
turu'd the match to powder Mars thruft Hywes out of 
doores,and Femuwgares flew wid: oper, 

Then \ which nothing could be more thwarting and 
oppolire, the one to his diſpoſition, the orher to his de- 
fires which had been ſo vehemently carried:that way 
for many years ; 

They promiſed to make bin b: lov'd at-beme,and frar'd 
abroad £5 meh as any Prince that Was 

To which end they gave him-round ſummes of mo- 
mneyes; 4 Polemicall Councel was ereRed for:the condut 
of the martiall affairs, and by the gracious condeſcent 
-ot Majeltie, they were to diſpoſe of the pecuniaric levies 
thatwere made to that end. 

As matters were reduced to this palle, behold a no- 
rable you of Machivillianiſme , form'd and com- 
plorred againſt YiRerio by the . Soveraigne 'Minifters 
Etaiana had thenin Thamifond ; "who ina private au- 
dience they-defir'd rohave of Draina's 'Monarch, \un- 
dertock *ro diſcover -unto him a notable conjuration 
mended bath againſt-bis Royall Uignitic anderſon ; 
which was, , | That

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That Villerio with ſome of the Prime of bis Councel bai 
conſu'ted of the arguments aud means that were to be 
takes for the diſſolving of the ſore- mentioned treaties, 
-And that their conſultations paſſed ſo farre, that if the 
Majeſtie of Druina's King would not accommodate him 
ſelf to their Connſels berein, heſhould bate a houſes 
pleaſure where be might retire himſelf to bis ſports, in 
regard that Prin:e Rocalino bad now years and part 
anſwerable for the publick government. 

The Royall Qhe upon this imperteR overture, made 
many inſtances unto them that they would give him 
the Authours of ſo pernicious a conſpiracie- ; bur they 
in ſtead of confirming the great zeal they pretended 
bear him, all the anſwer they made conſiſted of argu 
ments againft the diſcoverie of the Conſpiratours, 
Hereupon His Majeſtic commanded ſome of his /7cret- 
ef Counſelors, with others to be examined and ſworn, 
and that ſuch interrogatories ſhould be propounded 
unto them that were-mofſt pertinent to the accuſation; 
whereby there was found in 7/;U{ero, and the reſt who 
were impeach'd, a very clear and lincere innocencie, 
rouching theſe foul imputations, 

This being ſo, new inſtances were made to the ſaid 
Ambaſſadours, that they ſhould nor preferre the difco- 
yerie of the names of the Conſpiratours to the ſecuritie 
of his royall Majeſtic, the truth and honour of them» 
ſelves, and the hazard of an opinion to be held the tra- 
cers of a plot of ſuch malice, ſedition,and danger ; But 
the Informers continued in a knobbie kind of obſti- 
nacie, refolving {till tc conceal the names of the Au- 
thours. 

Hereupon Drxina's Monarch ſext two of bis Sagts 
ro-rell them, 1þat they being the 4 uthours of an accuſe- 
ten ſo pernicious, bad rendred themſelves incapable to 
treat further with him, and were ut not for the reſpe 
be bare 10 Elaiana's King, whoſe per/on they did =_— 

ent, 
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:fent, be would and tould by the law of the Nations and 


the right of his owa Reyall Juſtice proceed againft thers 
with ſuch ſeveritie as the offence deſerved ; but fer the 
reeſon aforeſaid be would leave the reparation thercof to 
the juſtice of the Royall Olive himſelf,of whom be would 


demand and require it. 


Hereupon the Soveraigne Miniſter who' was then 
employed in ELATANA, was commanded to re- 
quire refafÞioa and ſatufattion againſt the Tnformers or 
ratber inventours aud forgersof the aforeſaid mis-infor- 
mation, which was of that qualitie, that it was ſuffs:i- 
ent 10 put impreſſions in im of perpetuall jealouſies, in 
regard that tbrough Villerio they did wonnd Printe Ro- 
calino, and the beſt of bis (ubjefls ; for it was not pro- 
bable, that Villerio would have burl'd himſelf into ſuch 
auenterpriſe, Without communicating of it firſt to bim : 
Jtt notwithſtanding the Royall Oke wonld not mingle 
the correfpondence and friendſbip be bolds with the Ma- 
jeftie of the Olive, with the faxlts and offences of bjs 
exp but leave them, and reſtrain them to them- 

elves. | 

Theſe things being repreſented to Elaienz's King, 
he ſeemed then to be ſomewhat ſenfible of rhem'; bur 
when the aforeſaid Miniſters were returned, they were 
onely confin'd for a few dayes : but afterwards in ſtead 
of reprehenſion they were rather rewarded and further 
employed. 

Not long after, the Royall 0{e who all his life time 
had continued in a conſtant calm of tranquillity, not- 
withſtanding that all the circumjacent Foryeſts were 
often in fearfull combuſtions abour him, and had been 
the gracious Vmpire of ſo many Sovereigne quarrels, 
(glorying in the artribure of Peacefull, and might be 
ſaid ro have been the Caducear Rod, which compos'd 
2nd charm'd all diflentions *twixt other Princes) was 
telld by the dire hand of faze, being newly plung'd in 
a warre againſt E/ajiana, RR 
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k From the very time that he Grouted firſt abore 

ground, he was purſued with reaſonable praRiſes,ani 
eutclar Angell ſtill marvellouſlyguarded him. 

_ Moy wat there ever any Monarch upen earth fince bi 
tame that writ from the Cedar to the ſhrub, of a greats 
latitude of learned hnowledge, which made him to 
term'd, Druina's third Vaiverſitie. Aarons rod neve 
bore more buds, thes weder the branches of this graciou 
Oke ; Nor did the Groves of the Muſes, and Commur 
wealth of letters ſo fuftifie at avy time ; ſo that inthe 


flarre of the greateſt magnitude ; 
Creſcit occults velut Arbor axvo 
| Fama. 

Touching bis profound reach bs holy things, /et that 
Ponrtreit drawn out of the ſacred Oracle, and the di 
cultet part thereof, bear the wovid witneſſe;which piec 
be ſent the great Arch-Flamin to pay bin all oldar 
YEAVages. 

Never any Countrey flouriſhed more in the Comm 
tative part of juſtice, rhen did Druine in his time, 
ſpecially the firſt ren yeares, in which ſpace, belides 
other places THAMIS@ND did {o enrich ber 
ſelf, thar ſhe gathered more then the had done in thiny 
years before, 

His ftatcly pouſe ſprung out of the ancientftemme 
of the Royall Firreof Elatena, was tranſplanted ſome 
yeares betore to the celeſtiall Paradiſe, whither *{war 
ſaid fhe went in Noabs Ark, aud He in Elta's Charint, 
eliading to the qualitie of their diſeaſes, rhe one aque 
$ich,the other bot and dry. : 

Ia this peacefull Prince there was au admired cor 
carrenceof many bigh Platonich vertues, only be would 
ſometimes come toonear the fire of paſſin, yet never in 
any ſtrious, but: ſudaen triviall paſſages. 

Aanificent the was beyond the ordinary hr of 
mn; 


Srmament of learning he wilt ſhine to all poſteritie « 
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Kivgs ; moſt confident of the fidelitie of hit Agents and 
Paſir: 2 For he was wont to £0. oe _ be ex- 
td any ſervant in « ſerious buſmeſſe of truſt ;be would 
err the fweetneſſe he conceaved of his fdelitie 
with any mixtures of ſear or diffidence. Yet if any miſ- 
tarried, the diftaſte would not dwell long in him, nor I 
dare [ay did the Sunne ever go downe «pon hs anger. 

Some there were apen whom the beames of his regall ft 
wear reflefted more ſtronzly, And why net ? bave not 
tbe wiſeſt of Earthly Monarchs had their Favourites ? 
For if every Creatare ks left free ts like where be Ii?) it 
were prepoſterous and injurious to deprive Kings of that 
libertie which the meanef# of their Subjc6ts enſoy ; they 
cammand multitudes of Subjetts as thy are Kings, but 
they are Subjefts to their own paſſions, as they are com- 
poſed of foure Elements. 

The Princely Siaadell which had been a long time 
the hopes of Druina's Crows, became now the Crown 
of ber þ+pes,and ſucceeded in the Royall Throne, 
Tandem fit ſurcu'u Arbor, 

A Princeendued with ſuch a ffrengih of wertue, that 
be ſeams to flrike malice dumbe ; a Prinze of whom it 
may be ſaid, that he bates the very names of thoſe vices 
that are incident to Princes, more then other Princes 
bate the vices themſelves. He was well balanc'd, ant 
ef-a growth Juſt ripe for this mighty burden , having 
wewly taken the wr} of virilitie, ani being riar dup ro 
acome'y clean timbred ſtrong bulk, wonderfull ative, 
md patient of tryl ; Ard if forrein travell begets wiſ- 
dome, in-regard the eye, which hath amore immediate 
commerce with the ſoul, and a faithfuller witveſfſe 
then the eare ; Ht is the beſt travel'd Prince by the Sea 
an1 Land of any, and therein hath the advantage of bis 
weighbours, : ; h 

Of a ſolid aud excelling judgement in the bardeſ and 
thviceft things, but fpectatly in the ſervice and deſerts 

of 
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of bis Officers and ſtrvaxts, who in «a Monarchie gy, 
eccordingly attive or careleſſe, as tbe Prince is capabh 
50 diftinguiſh and judge of their labours; 'whertby 1 hiy 
to ſee Druina vindicated more and more from the aſper. 
Sons the world abroad cafis vpoa ber , that ſhe ſlowh 
ſeeks after well qualified inſtruments, 'and more fliwh 
cheriſheth vertue in her owne plants, but admires ay 
thing in firangers, and is more ready to employ they, 
though ſhe have of ber own, equally if not better qual 
fied. Moſt fngularly indulgent be is of bis Royall Cor 
ſort, which is ſo acceptable to Heaven, that ſhe corre 
ſponds with bim, iz bringing bim forth many reall f uit 
of his love, ſweet Princely Graffs, which 1 may wil 
Rvouth are the beſt for alliance and ſtock that ever th 
earth bad,being as immediately extratted out of th: Oke 
aad the Vine, ſo are they near allied ts the Cedar, the 
Olive, the Firre, aa4 anciently deſteuded Vine, axd dl 
the beſt ſtemmes of the 'Veftern world , So that if eve 
any Plants ſprung de ſemine Diviim, as ſome Philoſt 
phers affirmed, they may be ſaid to have ſprung ſ0. Bt 
is inflexibly juſt in the-expiation of the crying finnt of 
murder, yet moſt tender of the life of the meaneſt ſhrub 
that groweth undey his Princely boughes. 

«Moſ# tenaciow be is of his purpoſes, when they hav: 
been porared, and liea long in the ballanc* of mature dt- 
liberation,and winnowed by the debate of bas Sages, But 
ab ve ail things elſe (and indied all things elſe are but 
bables to this) be is moſt punGuall ia bus pietie tobtc 
ven ; ſo that take all this together, this inferenct 

.will reſult, that if be were but one of the ordinary vut 

gar plants, they that know ayight, would judge bi 
to be oze of the compleateft, and mait wertuous of ul 
Druina, ; 

But the Crown which deſcended upon him was in- 
layed with ſo many difficulties, that ir might juſtly be 

called a Crown ot Thorns for many yeares ; For after 
| a 
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along calm of peace, he was-left newly engaged in a" 
ware againſt one of the greateſt of carthly Monarchs, 
and (as it was ſaid of one of his progenitours) with a 


vaſtly frord,and empty pwrſe,the Crown being fallen in- 


wa botromkeſle pir or gulph of debr, befides his own- 
former arrears, 

\ The moving fortrefles which are the chief ſtrength 
of Druina were in ſlender repair, his magazines of 
ammunition ill ſupplyed ; The Lady Carbeſi{is with 
her numerous iflue were to be provided for,and he was 
left ro ſeek far a ſpouſe for himlelt. 

- But by the ſpeciall favour of Heaven he hath ſur- 
mounted all theſe difficulties, and —_ the glory 
of Dru#inas diadem to caſt a greater ſplendour then 
everir did, Touching a royall Conſort, the high hand 
of providence reſerved for him ſuch a one, that there 
ever ſprung up abote ground a more beauteons 8v ap- 
proechtug nearer ſome celeſtiail deity ; for througb thoſe 
farry ca/ements oF ber ſoul, one may diſcern in her a kind 
of aivinity tranſcend.ng the race of mortals, ſo that in 
thi Virginian Vine,the ſaying of the wiſeſt of Kings may 
be verified, "hat a good Wiſe,izg Tree of life. ; 

This young Koyall Gke being now ſerled in his 
Throne, he ſends Yllerio to vilit the diſconſolate Cay- 
baſlis, and toconfirm a league defcnſive and offenſive 
with the lows his faft friends. 

He ſuddenly ſends a mighty fleet againſt Elajane, 
buttche Criticks of thoſe times abroad,laid, this fleet 
ſo quichiy rigg'd ſhiwed yathcr the power then provi- 
dence of Druzna, yet the returned withour any paſhve 
encoynter at all, 

He employs two of his nobleſt Elms to treat of an 
alliance with that peerlefle peice of natures rarities, 
the Lady Aretizr, which great bufines by their wiſe 
and ſuccelleiull negotiation was concluded in fewer 
months, then Ela. aza ſpent 3ea-s in her treaty ; ſothar 
the 
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the Lady Arttivs was incitled by holy rixe, © VERN 
of Drew, which ſhe would nat accept of; unleſle ſhe 
had the ritle of —_ DUEEN alſo added. 

Thus the younge þ fray ob the great martiall Yin 
came to Druiza, witha great mafle of ready treaſure, 
andarew of her own Country Greffs for her firſt 
of ſervants. Bur' they miſdemeaning themſelves.by 
ſome fond fopperies-of ſuperſtition in prejudice of the 
Lady 4'etine her health, and for other morall miſcarti- 
ages: were ſuddenly; diſmiſſed and ſent back ro ympe 
lona with bagge and baggage, all their ſalaries being 
punQually paid them ro a penny, and maay of then 
parced with rewards : 

Though a very meders Chronicley traduceth Drains 
in this point, to have diſmiſled them withour their we 
ges,&s.

Theſe things at firſt overture were well reſented by 
the lower Aﬀlembly, who with much alacrity agreed ra 
a good round ſupply,and indeed it was the greateſt gift 
that ever ſubſets gave KING; but betore it was 
brought ro any ſound perteRion, this good work was 
unluckily diſturbed by a multitude of queſtions con- 
cerning the priviledge of the ſubjc, and prerogative 
of the Soveraigne;by which delaycs,the reality and re- 
putation of that great Doxative was much leflened, 
andthe forrain ations the Reyall Ohe was engagedin 
abroad, received much prejudice, Yet be did formally 
confirm unto them all their ancient priviledges, and 
gave two moſt gracious anſiers to their Petitions 
tending to this end ; And having complyed with thei 
thus ro their hearts deſire, as alſo in rwo former Aﬀem- 
blies, wherein were dclivercd them as ſacrifices ſome 
ofthe Crown Officers, and done them ſundry orher As 
of Princely grace, yer ſome extravagant ſpirits given 
over to fanhe and faRion, diſturbed the calm ot theſe 
proceedings : 

They fall like thunder upon PiFerio, alleadging 
that he was the cauſe of the incongruity in government 
« boame, and of diſaſtcrs abroad ; That be was the firſt 
| tat 
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that defloured the Virgin howoar, making hey a hindef 


proftitute, and meer merchandiſe ſalable for white and: 


red earth, which is too baſe a price for ber that ſhould 


be a prime guerdon of virtue, through whoſe temple ow 


ly there ſhould be a paſſage to bers. They complain of bi 
exorbitant power, baving in bis bands the privatcft and 
moſt repoſofull effices of truſt, by ſea and land, and ſuch 
a were incompatible and never known in the perſog of 
one ſubjett. 

They cry out that none received advancement but hi 
progeny, which they termed the tribe of fortune, with 
#ther high clamours: Thus he who in their former meet- 
ings was a great ſubje& of their commendation, when 
for diflolving the two Treaties with Elaiana, they ſaid 
he had done ſo well, that he deſerved to have hu ſtatue 
publickly exeftedin the midit of Thamiſond,became now 
the chief ſubje& of their complaints and grievances, 

Burthe rayes of royal Majeſty reverberared fo ſtrong- 
ly upon Yllerio, that they diſpell'd all rhoſe clouds, 
which did hang over and thus obumbrate him, and the 
rather, becauſe Evideace wh:ch 1 the lantern of the 
Law, was wanting, theſe accuſations having no other 
proof bur publick tame. 

In theſe times a warlike fleet was prepared againſt 
Ampelona, in regard the Vine had not performed cer- 
rain capitularions, that were promiſed the Royall ke 
in favour of the Exſebians there, beſides one moitie of 
the Lady Arctines dower was not ſent according to Ar- 
xicle,with other provocations and ſecretmotives 

The enterpriſe tayling, though the firſt Invaſion 
(and would heaven had pleaſed the retreat had been 
anſwerable) was made with as brave a revolution 8s 
any marriall attempr could poſſibly be, and in mano 
ging the Souldier Yillerie, with the reſt, ſhewed unde-

The great Aſſembly aforeſaid rejoyn'd, and met a-

Thus they chops Logich with 
Soveraign Majeſty,who moved with theſe traverſes,tc- 
ſolved though to his unutterable griefe ro diſmille this 
great Counſel}, bur upon the point when this was to be 
done ia forme,the Lower aflembly in a trange rumul- 
tuary manner abjourned themſelves, before they had 


* received his royall pleaſure, They denied bim bis Offi- 


cers at arms,violated the prolocutor,being twiſeſtnt for, 
delayed to let in bis meſſenger, and diſconentments tur- 
ning thus to a ſtrange kind of diſobedience, they broke 
upin cenfufion, 
Adde hereunto that notwithſtanding there was anc- 
ther peculiar Aﬀlembly of Reverend Tews of purpoſe 
for the regulating and ſweeping cleane of rhe houſe of 
tbe Almighty,yet the poplars muſt make irtheir office to 
camper with rhe conſtitution of holy things, And in- 
deed this is one of the grearcſt ſcandals and brands,that 
not only Petropolis, bur other Forreigners (who have 
with her forſaken Petropo!zs)cait upon Druina,vRthat 
her Ecclefiaſticall Ordinances are the commands and 
injunRions of this ſecular power, and members. of this 
Aflembly, who.nor only confirme (which may become 
them well enough, and is neceflary tor a generall obe- 
diencc)bur rake upon them ro-ve Iaages herein, So thar 
one being asked what they did in that lower great Aſ- 
ſembly,he was anſwered pleaſantly,T bat they were ma- 
king of a new Creed, Another was overheard to ſay,that 
be could not be quiet in-his Conſcience untill the boly text

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This induced the Royall ke, though he be reſpon- 
fible ro none for an account of his aQions bur ro the 
bigh Majeſty of Heaven,to publiſh an open proteſt un- 
tothe world, for the ſatisfaRion of his bertrer ſorr of 
ſubjeRs,of the cauſes of theſe diſorders,declaring, 

That while Villerio lived; be was intituled to all th? 
diftempers end ill events of f rmer afſ” mblies, therefore 
much endeavour was uſed to demoliſh bim as the onely 
wall of ſeparation 'twizt their Soveraigne and them,but 
henow being cut off, no alteration ws found among(t 
them at all,or calmneſſe in their proceedings. * 

He was pleaſed to declare further, that be imputed 
net theſe commotions to the whole Aſſembly,* knowing 
that there were ammegft them many r:Ugious, grave, and 
well minded Patriots, but the ſiucerer and berter part of 
them being over-born by the clamours and praftiſes of 
others} who careleſe of their duties, and taking advan- 
tage of the times and his neceſſities, conflirained him t1 
break off that m:eting, which had it been anſwered wib 
like duties on their party, as love 01 bis, might have pro- 
ved happy to all Druina. f 

Theſe farall diſtempers as they did much hurr ro the 
body polirick at home, for they were like bumours ſtirred 
inthe xaturall body with wit evacaation,ſo did they pro- 


duce difadvantagious effects abroad, and better had it 


been thar the raiters and tomenters of them had never 
fpruxg up in Druina. 

The R3zali Firre had engaged bimſelfe inthe quar- 
rell of Altapiaua againſt the Ceday, and he had pro- 
ceeded fo far as to the imminent and auall danger of 
his owne perſnn, And cexpetting from Drzina thoſe 
monethly ſupplies which were promiſed by capitulati- 
on, partly for want of them, the one half of*his rerri- 
toxies being already oyer-run and plundered. he was 
conſtrained to ſhuſile up a peace with rhe Ceday—(withs 
out Druinas privity.)

Abourthis time fe}l one of the nobleſt El[memin the 
whole Forreſt, extrated of the ancient Stocke of che 
Monti-otians, that bore the ſmalleſt, yer chiefeſt aje 
of Office, 2nd command in D-r/uina's Court ; And his 
tall was the more remarkable,becauſc the night imme- 
diately before he was diſcourſing of, and lighting rhe 
Arrt of thoſe foolith Aſtrologers,and Gexethiacall Ephe- 
meriſls, thet uſe to pry into the Horoſcope of Natirvities, 
whereofone had much tampered with hand politive- 
Fy affirmed hee ſhould nor reach $1 yeares : And now 
ſaid he, I have lived (thanks be to Heaven) fifty one 
years and a day complear. Bur the next morning he was 
raken with an Apoplexie, whereof he preſently dycd; 
much lamented he was for bis nobleneſſe, ani marvel-

He 
reſtored gwo of his: ſaid Allies to their entire poſſeili- 
ons;and proceeding furrher, and being dared as he was 
a Cayalicr by that great Yeleran Captaine, then the Ce- 
dars Generall (who the day before had ſhrewdly ſha- 
ken the playe) to meet bim.in pitch'd field; He anſwered, 
that he was ſomething more than a Cavalier, and that he 
bad thouſands under bin as good as that Generall him- 
felfe, therefore be would not fayle 10 fiade bim out fp :e- 
Pts 


The nextday he kept his word, and gave him a Bat- 
tell, where bee carried away as faire and compleate a 
ViRtory as poſlibly could be, and thereby hee freed the 
Planes Countrey from the impendent dangers thar * 
hung overir, Hee marched till on, making his po 
by the point of che ſword every where, He crofleth t 
rr denominates Rþewsſjam, upon whoſe 

ankes he kept his feſtivalls in an admired triumphane 


manner, in enc of the chiefeſt Arch Flamins Townes,

ſuch prcſump;uous language: . 

Amongſt any others which had obligations to the 
martiall 4h, the Plane received no ſmall benehr by 
him ; for he preſerv'd his Cauntrey three ſeerall rimes 
trom mnpendent and attuall danger ; bur ir ſeemes he 
quickly forgat bim, for attcr his fall, he ſluffled up a 
peace with the Ceday,in which the Bawel'ans were yuite 
c2cluded : And it hath been wiſh'd, tharthe princely 
: plant, 
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plane, (though allowed hisſprinklingsof wine, becauſe 
as the Arboliſts obſerve, it is more naturall to him, and 
mekes bim thrive better than anp#ther Tree) hadintheſe 
traverſes been leflſe wavering, and not ſufter'd himſelfe 
to be ſhaken with ſuch uxcertaine blaſts; for I cannot tell 
bow often hz put 1#,and pull'd out his pin from the ſtake. 

Had the adventrous Aſh ſurviv'd that farall, yer. Vi- 
Rorious day he fell on, many thinke the Cedar-was ſo 
farre ſhranke, thar he had been purto very hard ſhifts 
to haye made head againſt him to any purpoſe againe. 
For indeed his progrefie was ſuch, rhat both fides 
ſood ar a ſtand, gazing and doubting where his con-

For it can hardly, be judg'd, whether her various ſorts 
of preflures,or patience were greater. 

Many brave adventrous ſpirits tell for love of her ;

Nor can 1 omit here a Noble Elme ſprung up inthe 
ſreers of Thamiſond, who hath been a moſt conſtane 
and reſolute Adventurer, and converſed with danger a 
great while for her,though with extraordinary expence;

parent hazard, even to the admiration of the Aſh him-

Not leng before theſe.rimes,there being-interchange- 
able overtures made on all fides-; The Rayall Oge re-

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virtue her ſelfe was more reſplendent in ſuch a depree; 
as if rhe three graces had contributed their urmoſt 
wer to make them good ; yer I know not by whar fare or 
fortune *ris come to paſle, there have fallen our divers 
traverſes of Warre, fince the inaching of thoſe graffi, 
upon the Olzwe, the Vine, and the Oke ; which yer con. 
rinueth, and is dailyexaſperated 'twixt the Olzye and 
Vine, who though at firſt they crofled one anothers de- 
fignes,by ſending auxiliary forces in collaterall wayes, 
they doe now direQly and in good earneſt, claſh their 
branches one againſt another; 

For the juſtnefle of their quarrell, I will not under- 

rake here to debare ir, ; nor determine whether a juſt 
feare withbur any aRive Inyaſion or offence, bee ſiſh- 
cient grounds to Ampelone for a Warre, and whether 
iemay deferve the name of a defenfive.I have read that 
the rrue cauſe of the Peloponeſian Warre (though they 
were blanch'd with other ſpecious colours} was. the 
over-growing greatneſle of 4 hens,which did as it were 
impoſe upon the Lacedemoniens a neceffity of Armes; 
Preventive Wars have been pratifed by the beſt poli- 
cied Srares,they rid the Forreſt oitentimes of ſizper fluous 
plants; and are as a purge for the body politick. Andin 
all ages ic hath been held a main part of providence, to 
have aneye, 
T hat tbeir confining neigÞbanrs, ſhould neither by too wear 
an approath,orenireaſe of territory,or enfeebling of conſe- 
derates,nor by ingyoſſing of Trade, or flopping of paſſage, 
receive en) additionof ſtrength. And in point of wealth 
10 beare ap ſtil in equallproptriion upon the enhancement 
of the rates of Coyne,excreſcence of demeans, or impoſui- 
on of tolls ; This makes the 7inz fo Salt his ſubject, and

diligence hath been praQtiſed in divers other Regions, 
and it ſeems now by Ampelona ', by reaſon of the late 
new acquefts the Olive, and his race in Rhemuſium have 
made ; which induceth her to ſtick more cloſe then ever 
to 1teliaz 2s alſo ro the Byumelians, who elſe I believe 
had gone near to have: quite. disbanded long, before 
now. 

The Prince!y Sycomore which ſtood as a /creea*wwin 
Ampelona and Fhenuſium hatch ſmarrted for rhis, being 
fatlen juſt under the ſame fatall predicamenr, as Alta- 
_ , both exulating from their owne-pateimoniall 

crricories, 

Bur a hard eaſe ic ſeems to be,thar the Princely ſpray 
which was of the ſelf ſame ancyent flecke with the Syce- 
more, being branches of the ſame Tree, ſhould in the 
verdant'ſt ſeaſon of her virginity, be coupled accords 
ing to the true rites of ſacred law, with Ampelona't 
apparant heire, and then, poore Lady, he abandoned 
withour the leaſt imaginary thought ot hers; 

And more ſtrange.it ſeemes to the world, that Ampe- 
lon, ſpecially that-now iier prime Miniſter of State is 
of a holy fun&ion, ſhould goe abour to prefterre a par-

O curſed jealouſie , the ſource of all my ſorrows, the 
ground of al ry inexprefſible miſerieslis it not enough 
for thee 10 creep in *rwixt the husband and the wife , 
*rwixt the lemmon and bis mate , "ewixt parents and 
children,'ewixt kindred and friends? Haſt thou nor ſcope 
enough to ſway in private families, in ſtaple Societies, 
and Corporations, in Common Ceunſels: but thou muſk 
in *cwixt King and Parliament, 't »1xr the head and 
members ('trw:xt the Members amenglit themſcives ?) 
but thou muſt divide Prince and people, the Soveragn 
and the Subje&t ? Avanr, avant , thou hollow eyed 
Snake- harrd monft-r . hence a way into the abyfle be- 
low, int" the botromleſſe pulph , thy proper inankion 3 fit 
there in the chazr, and prefide ore the counſe!s of hell, 
amongſt the Cacodamons, and never aſcend again ro 
turn my high Law-making Court into a Counſell of War, 
co turn my beſt antidote into poyſon, and throw ſo 
many fcruples into that Soverargn phyfick which was 
uſed to cure me of all diſtempers. 

But when 1 well conſider the conſtitution of this 
elem-ncary world , when | finde man to be part of it, 
when I think on thoſe light and chingeable ingredi- 
ERts ca: $0 to his compoſition, I conclude, that _ 
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will be men while there is world , and as long as the 
Moon hath an iniluxious power to make impreſſions 
upon their humours,they will be ever greedy & cove- 
tous of novelties and mutation ; the common people 
will be {till common people, they will ſometime or 
other ſhew what they arezand yent their inſtable paſlt= 
ons. And when I conſider further the diſtrationsgthe 
toſlings, tarmoylings, & tumblings of other Regions 
round about meas well as mine own, I conclude alſo, 
that Kingdoms, and States, and Cities,1nd all bodies 
politick , are as ſubj.& ro convulfions, to calentures, 
an{ conſumprtions, as well as the trail bodies of men, 
and muſt have an evacuat:on for their corupt humors, 
they mult be phleboromiz'd. I have often felt this kind 
of phleburomy I have had alſo ſhrewd purges and pils 
given me, which did nor only work upon my ſuperflu- 
vu; humyurs,but waſted ſomerimes my very vitall ſpie 
rits 3 yct hid EleQuaries and Cordtals given me aftere 
wards. Inſomuch, thar this pref: nt tragedy is but ve- 
1245 fabula , novi Hifty:rmes , it is butan old play repre= 
fented by ne » a&ors,) have ofren had the like. Theree 
fore let no man wonder at theſe rrayerſes and humour 
of change in me. I rewcmber there was as much 
wonoriug at the demoliſhing of my 600 and odd-aſ0- 
nsſteries, Nunneries, and Abbeys. tor being held to be 
Hives of drones , as there is now at the pulling down of- 
my Cr«ſſes, Organs, and Windows. There w2s as much 
wondring when the Pope fell here, as now that the Pre- 
lJatesaxe tike to fall. The world wonilred as muck 
when the Meſſe was diſliked, as men wonder now the 
Licurgy ſhould be diftaited. And God grant thar peg 
ple do not rake arlaſt a ſurfer of thar maſt divine Ore 
dinance of Preaching, for no violent thing laſts long, . 
And though there ſhould be no ſatiety in holy things, 
yer ſuch is the deprav. d condition of wan, he is natu= 
rally ſuch a changling , that che over frequency and 
H.5 COmM 
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commonneſle of any thing,be it never ſo good, breeds 
in tra&t of time a kinde of contempt in himzit breeds 
a fulncfle and nzuſcouſnefle.in him. 

The firſt reformation of myChurch began at Court, 
and ſo was the more feaſable , and it was brought to 
paſſe without a War : The ſcene is now otherwiſe, it 
is far more ſanguinary and fuller of aQors ; never had 
a Tragedy atts of more variety in ſo ſhort a time;rhere 
was never ſucha confuſed myſterzous civil War as this ; 
th: re was never ſo many boaies of ſtrength on Sea or 
ſhore, never ſuch choice Arms and Artllery, never 
ſuch a 11umerous Cavalry on both fides,never a greater 
eagernefle and confidence, never ſuch an amphibolous 
quarrel,both parties declaring themſelves for theKing, 
and making uſe of his name in all their Remonſtran- 
ces to juſtifie their ations. The afteRions and undcer- 
ſtandings of the pecple were never ſo confounded and 

uzled, nor knowing where to acquieſce , by reaſon of 
Fch counter-commands. One fid. cals the riſifting of 
Royal commands /ozally 3 the other terms /ojalty the 
oppoſing of Parliamentary Orders and Ordinances. 
Both parties would have Peace, the one would have it 
with Honour, the other with Truth , ( and God forbid 
bur both ſhould go rogether ) but, Interea ringor Ego, 
In the mean time I (utter by both, the one t:king away 
what the other leaves ; infomuch,that whoſoever will 
be curious to read the future ſtory of this intricareWar 
{if it be pe ſible ro compile a tory of it)he will finde 
| himſelf much Ragger'd. —__ roakinde of riddle ; 

ſor touching the intricacy of it, touching the ſtrange 
nature, or rather the gnnaturalnefſe of it, it cannot & 
prallel'd by any precedent example: for in my Chro- 
nicles T am ſure no age can match ir, as I will make it 
bri- fly "PP: ar by comp-ring it with all the Wars that 
ever embroy}*'s me, which I finde to be 6f three ſorts,

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of my Commons, or by the confederacy of my Peers 
and Princes of my blood. : 

1 will not rake the aſhes of Antiquity ſo far as to 
ſp:ak of that deluge of blood 1 ſoil before I would 
take the Romane Legions for my Gariſons : I am 
loth to ſet down how the Saxons uſed me, and how 
the Danes uſed Them, nor now | had one whule brave 
race of people(thePi-I mean) quite extinguiſhed ia 
me: L will begin with the Norman expedition;zind ine 
deed to make ({earches of matters betore,is bur ro grepz 
in the dark;but I hive authentick Anna's and Records 
for things (ince. The Nojman came in with the {lugh- 
ter of neer ufo 1 ſixty eight thouſand ccmbatants upon 
the placeza Barte/ ſo memorable, that the very ground 
which ſucked in the blood retiins the name of it to this 
day. The Dane not long after ſtrook in to recover his. 
right , with the ſacking of my ſecond great City of 
York, and the firing of her,with the flaughter of 3000 
of my children in one afternoon,yet he was ſent away 
wichout his errand. In the reign of Rufus 1 was made 
of his coJourgred with blood both by the }/elſh and the 
Scot , who loſt his King Malcome in the battel of 
Alnwick, All my cight Hemtes were infeſted with 
ſ>me civil broyls, except my fifth Henry,the greateſt of 
them,who had work enough cut him out inFrance;zand

{tu k commorionsz- and now my CHARTLE s hath 
them to the height, in ſo much, that of thoje five and 
twenty &: onarchs who have worn my diadems ſince the 
N orman entered, there was only tour, viz. The fore- 
mentioned Henry and Richards, with King James, 
ſcapcd tree from all int ftine broyls | Oh, how it tor. 
ments my ſul ro remember how my. Barons did tear 
my bowels | What an Ocean of blond the two Ko/?; 
coſt me , before they were conjoyned! tor during the 
gimc that was a Monſter with two heads ( made (o by 
their divilion)I mean Curing the time that I had two 
*Kings ar once, Edward the 4, and Henry the 6, within 
me , in five yeers ſpace I had twelve Barrails fought 
with:n my entails, & I loſt neer upon eighty Princes 
of the R yal Srem,and parted with more of my ſpirits 
then th- rc were ſpent in wining of Fane. The world 
knows how free and prodigal 1 have been of my bloud 
abroad i: d1vers places, I watered the Holy Land with 
much of it 3 Againft my Co-)ſl:nder the 5cor, 1 had 
ab ve rwenty pitch'd Barail>,rooke many,and kzlfd om 
of rhets Kings in the Ficld;the F /ower de luces colt me 
dear befure } brouchr them over upon my Sword; and 
the reduQin of Ireland, from time to time to civility, 
2nd roan cx rule df allergance, wafted my children 
It :reat yumbers;I never grudg'd to venture my bloud 
xhis way,for 1] eyer had glorions returns for i:z1nd my 
Sons died in the bed of honour : but for th:m to glut 
themſelves with one anothers blouc ;tor thern to lace- 
rate and rip up { vipts (ke ) the Womb char brought 
them forth, to tear the Paps that gave them ſuck ; can 
there be a greater piacle againſt nature, can there be a 
more <xecr}ble >nd horrid thing?

I had rather ſuttcr by an Enemy, then by my own na» 

turall born cf-(pring.

man came in,were but as fires of Flax in compariſon of 
this horrtd combuſizon , both ia my Church and State, 

One may finde thoſe Wars Epitomiz'd in (ſmall vg- 
luwnes, but a whole libcary cannot contain this. They 
were but ſcratches being compar'd to theſe deep wounds 
which Prince, Peer, and Feople, have receiv'd by this 3 
fuch wounds, that ic ſcems no gentle Cataplaſms cag 
cure them, they mult be lanc'd and cauterz'd,and the 
huge ſcars thcy leave behinde them, would 1 fear make 
me appear deformed and ugly ro ali poſterity , ſo thar 
1 am ailf in deſpair to recover my former beaury ever 
ag1in. The deep ſtains theſe Wars will leave behind, 
1 fear all the water of the Seve/n, Trent , or Thames , 
cannor wath away. 

T he twentieth Moon hath not yet run her courſe, 
ſince th* two edged ſword of War hath rag'd and done 
many horrid executions within me, fince that Hell; 
inventicn of Powder hath chundred in every corner , 
fince ut darkned and core my well-rempercd air, fauce 
IT have weltered in mine own bloud, and been made a 


kind 6f cock-pir,a Theater ot death 3 And in ſo ſhorr 


a circumyolu:ion of time , I may confidently affirm, 
take battails, re-encounters,feges.and Sk'rmiſhes ro- 
gether, there never hapned ſo many in any Countryz 
nor do I fee any appearance, the mcre is my mifcry,of 
any period to be pur to theſe diſtraRtions; every day is 
ſpe&arorot ſom new Tragedie; and the relat-on's char 
arc hourly blaz'd abroad,f: wnd ſometimes well on the 
one hde,{i,metimes on the other,]:k« a peal of bells in 
windy weather (though ofcentimes in the whole vofey 
of News you ſhall kardly fand one true Repcre) which 

makes me fcar thatall-diſpoung Deity of hraven con 
TY 
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tinueth the ſucceſſes of both parties in a kind of equi- 
lity, to prolong my puniſhment. 1:a ferior, ut di« me 
ſentiam mri , 1 am wounded with that dexterity , that 
the ſence and agonies of my ſufferings are like ro be 
extended to the uttexrmoſt length of time and poſhbi- 
lity of nature. 

But, O Paflenger , if thou art deſirous to know the 
cauſe of theſe faral diſcompoſures, of this inexrricable 
War, truely I muſt deal plainly, I cannot reſolve thee 
herein to any full ſatisfaRtien. Grieyances there were, 
I muſt confcfſe , and ſome incongruities in my Civil 
Government (wherein ſome ſay the Crofrer, ſome ſy 
the Diſtaffe was too buſie ) but T little thought (God 
wot ) that thoſe grievances required a redreſſe this 
way. Do'ſt thou ask me whetherRe/7g7on was the cauſe? 
God forbid 3 That innocent and holy Matron had ra- 
ther go clad in the ſnowy whire robes of meekneſſe 
and longanimity, then in the purple mantle of blood ; 
her praCtice hath been to overcome by a paflive forti- 
tude without re-ation, and totriumph in the milk- 
white Ivory Charet of innocency and patience,not to 
be hurried away with the fiery wheels of War , I: 
harms nor leſſe arms, as my next neighbour hath it, un- 
lefſe incaſe of epen and impendent danger,of invin- 
Cible neceſſity,and viſible aual oppreſſion and then 


theArms ſhe uſeth moſt is theTarget ro ſhroud her ſelf 
under, and fence away the blow: 3 the leaves all other | 


weapons to the Alcharon to propagate and expand it 
ſelf. This gentle grave Lady, though the Rubricks of 
her Service be in red CharaRers, yer ſhe is no loyer of 
blood ; ſhe is an improver of Peace, and the ſole objeR 
of her Devotion is theGod of Peace,in whoſeHigheſt 
Name; the name Jehovah , as the Rabbjes obſerve. all 
the lecters are quze/rent. The ſacred Comforter, which 
enſpires her Ambafſidqurs, uſes to deſcend in form of 
a Pove,not in the likenefle of a devouring —_—_—— 
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Fe that brings him down ſo, may be ſaid to fin a- 
gainſt the Holy Ghoſt ; To bear Religion into the 
brains with a Pole-axe, is to make a Moloh ;of the 
Meſſias,to ofter him victims of humane blood; There- 
fore I ſhould rraduce and much wrong Religion, if EL 
ſhoulg. caſt this War upon her : Yer methinks I hear 
this holy diſtreſt Matron lament that ſhe is not alſo 
witheut her grievances ; ſome of her chiefeft Goyer- 
nours (for want of moderation) could not be content 
to walk upen the battlements of the Church, but they 
muſt put themlelves upon ſtilts, and thence mount up 
to the Turrets of civil Policy ; ſome of ber Preachers 
grew to be meer Parafites, fome to the Court, ſome to 
theCountrey;ſome would have nothing in their mouchs 
but Prerogative, others nothing bur Priviledge z ſome 
would give the Crown all, ſome nothing at all ; ſome 
to feed zeal, would famiſh the underſtanding ; others 
to f-aſt the underſtanding and rickle the outward ear, 
(with Eflaies and flouriſhes of Rhetoric) would quice 
ſtarve the ſoul of her true food, (4c. 

Bur the priggipal thing that I hear that Reverend 
Lady (that Queen of ſouls.and key of Heaven) make 
her m«can of, is, that thir Seamleſſe garment of Unity 
and Love, which our Saviour left her for a legacy, 
ſhould be torn & rent iato ſo manySciflures andSes, 
by thoſ> that would make that Coar which ſhe wore in 
her infancy , to ſerve her in her 1iper yeers. 1 hear her 
cry vut at the monſtrous exorbirant liberty,that almoſt 
every capricious Mechanick takes to himſelf to ſhape 
and form what Religion hc 11ſt: for the world is come 
now to that paſſe , that the Tailow and Shoomaker ma 
cnt out wha R ligion they pleaſe 3 The Vinmer and 
Tapfter may broarh what Religion they pleaſe 3 The 
Druggift and Apnthecary may mingle her as they pleaſe ; 
The Haberdaſber may part her upon whar Block he plea- 
ſes 3 The armmrou and Culer may frrbifh ker " they 
ptcale ; 
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pleaſe; The Dyer may put what coleur, the Painter may 
put what face upon her he pleaſe ; The Draper and 
Mercer may meaſure her as they pleaſe ; The }# eaver 
may caſt her upon what Loom ne pleaſe 3 The Beat- 
ſwainand Mariner may bring her to what Dock they 
pleaſe 3 The Barber m.y trim her as bepleaſez; The 
Gardiner may lop her as be piealez The Blackſimth may 
forge whar Religion be pleaſe, and fo every artizan 
according to bis profeſſion and fancy , may form her 
as he pleaſe. Methinks 1 hear that venerable Matron 
complain further, how her Pulpits in ſome places are 
become Beacons 3 How in lieu ot lights, her Churches 
up and down ace full of Firebrances; How eyery capri- 
chio of the brain,is tearm'd tenderneſle of conſcience, 
which well examined , is nothing bur ſome frantick 
bar Cy, cr frenzie rather of ſome ſhallow brain'd 
d czoliſt;, and whereas others have been us'd to run mad 
for exceflt of knowledge, fome of my Children grow 
mad now adays uurt of tov much ignorance. Ir ſtands 
npon record in my Rory , that when the N orman had 
taken firm tooting within me, be did demoliſh many 
Churches and Chappels in New F Ml , to moke i; 
fitter for his pleaſure and venery ; but amongſt other 
judgements which fel] upon this Sacriledge, one was, 
That tame fowl grew wild; 1 fear God Almighty is 
m ore angry with me now than then, and I am guilty 
of worſe crimes; For not my Fow! tur my Folk and 
Perple are grown halt wild in many places,they would 
- Not worry one another ſon that Wloviſh b:1inine 
manner elſe,they would not precipirace themſelvs elſe 
into ſuch a mixt mungrell War, a War that piſſeth al 
underſtanding 3 T hey would not cut their own throats, 
hang, drown,and do themſelves away in ſuch a deſpe- 
rate ſort , which is now grown ſo common, that ſelf- 
murther is ſcarce accounted ay news 3 which makes 
Strangers cry ous , thatT am all ewrn'd into _—_ of

Great Bed'am ; that Barbary is come into the midſt of 
me; that my children are grown ſo ſayage,ſo ficſh'd in 
bloud, and become ſo inhumane and obdw are, that 
with the ſame tenderneflc of ſence they can ſee a man 
fall, as a horſc or ſome other brute Animal, they have 
fo loſt all reverence to the image of their Crear«-ur , 
which was uſed to be more valucd in me,then amongftt 
any oth-r Nations. 

BucI hope my King and great Counſcll will take a 
courſe co bring them to their ol Eng/iſh temper again, 
to cure me of this veriigo,and preſerve me from runes 
for ſuch is my deſpcrare caie, That as there 15 more 
difficulty, ſo ir wou'd be a greater honour for them ro 
prevent my deltiution,& pull me our of this plunge, 
then ro adde unto me a whule new Kingdom 3 for 
true wiſdom hath alwayes gloricd as much in conſer= 
yation, 2s in co1-queſt. 

The Romane, though his ambition of conquering 
had no hor1zon, yer he uſt d to rriun'; þ more (44: mule 
tirudes of exzmples migbt be provuced ) at rhe come 
poting of an in'«ft:ne War, thin tor any new 2cqu-R, 
or forr1ivn archievement whatſoever 3 And though he 
was 2 great marriall man, an« lov fighting as well 
as xny other, yer his maxime was . Tharno Peace could 
be ſo bad, but i: was prefer able to the b-ſt 3 ar, Ir 
ſeems the Ita/ian his tuccetion retains the {ime Genie 
us to this day, by the lare peace ( norwirhſtan'ing the 
many knots that were in th* thing ) which he con- 
cluded : For althovgh ix abſolute Princes were inte= 
refſed in the quarre]},and that they had all juſt preren= 
ces, and were heated and hrightned in thiir defignes, 
yet rather then they wold dilaniare the entra:1s of their 
own mother ( tair Italy) and expoſe her thereby co be 
raviſhed by Trammontanes, they met halfe way, and com- 
plyed with on* another ina gallant kinde of freedom, 
though every one bore his ſhare in ſom incenyenience, 
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ſonable example of rhe 1:alian, who amongſt other of 
his charaRers, is ſaid ro be wiſe a priori , before the 
blow is given. I delire my graciousSoveraign to think, 
that it was never held inglorious or derogatory for a 
King tobe guided and ſtter his courſe by the compaſſe 
of his great Councel, and to make his underſtanding 
deſcend and condeſcend to their advice 3 nor was it 
ever held diſhonourable for Subjects to yreld a'1d bow 
to their King, ( to be }#rHows, not Okes ) and if any 
miſtake ſhould happen, to t:ke ir upon themſely:s, ra- 
ther then any ſhould refl:& upon their Soveraign. And 
if,in caſe of diffcrence,he be willing :o meer th-m half 
way, *twere handſome they went three parts thereof to 
prevent him. Therefore I cojure them both in the 
name of the great Neiry of Heaven (who rranſolves 
Kingdoms, and tumbleth down Kings m his indignation ) 
that they wouli thiak of ſome ſpeedy way to it 5p 
this iſſuc of blood ; for to deal plainly with chem,I (re 
far greater reaſon to conclude this War, then ever 
there was tocommence it: Let them coatider well they 
are but outward Church- Rites and Ceremonies they 
fight for. as the rigi.\*ſt ſort of Reformers conf- fe;che 
Luil eran ( the fil R-formift) hath many more con« 
formable to the Church of Rome, which he hath con- 
tinued theſe 120 yeers , yet i« he as far from Rome as 
the fi ſt day hc left her, and 3s free from danger of re« 
lapſe into Popery, as Amſterdam her ſelf ; and muſt I, 
| unhappy I,be lacerated and torn in pieces thus for ſha- 
dows and ceremonies?T know there isa claſhing *cwixt 
Prerogi1tive and Priviledge , bur I muſt put them in 
minde of the misfortune that befel the flock of ſlizep 
and the Bcll-weather , whereof the firſt fed ina com- 
mon, the later in an incloſure, and thinking to break 
into one anothers paſture ( 2s all creatures naturally d+- 
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which ſerved them, they met in the middle and juftled 
one another ſo long,cill both fell into the ditch. And 
now thit I have begun, I will warn them by another 
fable oft the Spanſþ Mule,who having by accident yone 
out of the great rode, and carried her _ thorow a 
by- pith upon the top of a huge ſtecpy rock,ftopt upon 
> Gekden, wa bing not ls ed $9 hes; 
by reaſon of the narrowneſle of the path 3 nur forwad, 
in regard of a huge rocky precipice,ſhe gently put one 
fo:t behinde the other , and recoylcd in that manner,

I defire my high Councel to conlider, that the Roy= 
al Prerogarive is like the Sea, which as Navigatours 
obſerve, what it loſethat one time, or in one place, gets 
always in ſome other : I defire my dear King t+» cone 
fider, that the Priv ledge of Parliament,th: Laws and 
Liberties of the Subjc&, is the firmeſt ſupp rt of his 
Crown, that his great Councel 1s the tru. ſt glafſe 
wherein He may diſcern His peoples {ove , and His 
own happinefle : Ic were wiſcdom that both did ftrike 
ſayl in fo dangerous a ſtorm, to avoid ſhipwr ck. Tam 
loth ts ſ:y, what conſultations, what plots and m'chi- 
nations are fomenting and forging abroad againſt 
me, by that time I have enfeebled and waſted my ſelf, 
and loſt the flower of my beſt children in theſe woful 
broyls.

For fach was the 
vanity of the Greeks, and after them of the Romans, 
In the flouriſh of their Monarchy ; to arrogate all 
civility to themſelves, and to term all the world be- 
fides Barbarians : ' So I may ſay to have cauſets re- 
Joyce, that I was born. a - vaſlal to the Crown of 
England ; that I was born under ſo well moulded and 
tempered a Goverament , which endows. the ſubje& 
with ſuch Liberties and Infranchiſements. that bear 
up his natural courage, and keep him Kill in heart; 
ſach Liberties that fence and ſecure him erernally 
from the gripes and tallons of Tjrating : : And all this 
may be imputed to the Authority and Wiſdom of 
this. Migh Court of Parlement, wheria ther is ſuch a 
rare co-ordination of power (though the Soverainty 
remain ſtill entire, and untransferable. in the perſon 
'of the Prince _) ther is, I fay,ſuch x wholſom mixtore 
*twixt Monarchy , Oprimacy , and' Democtacy 3, "ewixt 
Pcince, Peers, and Communalcy, during the time of 
conſultation, that of ſo many diſtin parts, by a rate 
co-operation and unanimity, they make but one Body 
Politic , (like that Sheaf of Arrows in the Emblem) 
one entire concentrical peece,z and tt e reſults of their 
deliberativns, but as ſs niany harmonious digpaſons 
ariſing from different ſtrings. .

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compaQed Palitic Body, there be all degrees ef peeple 
repreſented ; both the Mechanick, Tradeſman, Mer= 
chant, and Yeoman, have their incluſive Vote, as well 
:Sthe Gentry, inthe perſons of their Truſtees, their 
Knights and Burgeſles, in / nog. of all things. Nor 
is this Soverain Surintendent Councel an Epitome 
of this Kingdom onely, but it may be ſaid to bave a 
repreſentation of the whole Univerſe; as I heard a 
fluent well-worded Knight deliver the laſt Parlement, 
who compared the beautiful compoſure of that High 
Court, to the great Work of God, the World it 
ſelf: The King tothe Sun, the Nobles to the fixed 
Stars, the ltinerant Judges and other Officers (that 
go upon Meſſages *twixt both Houſes) to the Planers 3 
the Clergy ro the Element of fire ; the Commons, 
ro the ſolid Body of Earth, and the reſt of the Ele- 
ments. And to purſue this compariſon a little far- 
ther 3 as the heavenly Bodies, when three of them 
meet in Conjunion, do uſe to produce ſom admirable 
effes inthe Elementary World : So when theſe three 
Stares convene and aſſemble in one ſolemn grear Junto, 
ſom notable and extraordinary things are brought 
forth, tending to the welfare of the whole Kingdom, 
our Microcoſm, 


E that is never ſo little verſed in the Annales of 
this Ifle, will find that ic hath bin her fare tobe ' 
four times conquered. I exclude the Scot; for the fi- 
tuition of his Countrey,and the quality of the Clime 
hath bin ſuch an advantage and ſecurity to him, that 
neither the Roman Eagles would flie thither, for fear 
of Freezing their Wings ; nor any other Nation at- 

— the work. | 

heſe ſo many Conqueſts muſt needs bring with 
them many tumblings and rofſings,many diſturbances 
and changes in Government ; yet I have obſerved, 
A 4 that 
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that notwithſtanding theſe tumblings, it retained Ri}l 
the form of a Monarchy, and ſomthing there was al- 
wayesthat had an Analogy with the great Aﬀembly 
the Parlement. 

The firſt Conqueſt I find was made by Claudius 
Ceſar ;\at which time (as ſom well obſerve) the Ro- 
man Enfignes and the Standard of Chriſt came in toge= 
ther. It is well known what Laws the Roman had 
Re had his Comitia, which bore a reſemblance with 
our Convention in Parlement ; the place of their 
meeting was called Pratorjum, and the Laws which 
they enaRed, Plebeſcita. 

The Saxon Conqueſt ſucceeded next, which were 
the Engliſh, ther being no name in elfþ or Iriſh for 
an Engliſhman, but Saxon, to this day. "They governed 
by Parlement, though it were under other names ; as 
Alichel Sineth, Michel G emote, and Witenage Mote. 

Thereare Records -above a thouſand yeers old, of 
sheſe Parlements , in the Raigns of King - Ina, Offa, 
Ethelbert, and thereſt of the {even Kings during the 
Heptarchy. The —_ Kings alſo, who retain'd a 
great while ſom part of the Iſle unconquered, goyer- 
ned and made Laws bya kind of Parlementary way ; 
witnes the famous Laws of Prince Howel, called 
Howel Dha, = good Prince Howe/_) wherof ther 
are yet extant ſom Welſh Records. Parlements were 
alſo uſed after the Heptarchy by King Kenulphus , Al- 
- phred, and others ; witnes that renowned Par/ement 
held at Grately by King Athelſtan. 

The third Conqueſt was by the Danes, and they 
govern'd alſo by ſuch general Aſſemblies, (as they 
oto thisday) witnes that great and ſo much cele- 
brated Parlement held by that mighty Monarch Can- 
115, who was Ring of England, Denmark, Norway, and 
Mher Regions 150 yeers before the compiling of 
etegns.Chartaz and chis the learned in the m rv 
- F (6) , 
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hold to. be one of the ſpecial'ſt, and moſt anthentic 

eeces of ' Antiquity, we hive excant, '' Ettward the 
onfeflyr made all his Laws thus, (and he was 4 great ' 

Lepis. ator) which rhe Norman Conqueront ( who 

liking none of his ſons, ' made God Almighty his 

heir, bequeathing unto him this 1flind for a Legacy) 


did ratifie and eſtabliſh, and digeſted them into one + 


entire methodical Syſteme, which bemyg violated by 
Rufa,”*(who came to ſuch a diſaſtrous end, as to be - 
ſhot 'to' dearth in. lieu of 3 Buck for his ſactiledges) 
wetereſtor'd by Henry the firft, and ſo they continued + 
in force till King John, whoſe thigh is renowned for 
firſt confirming Magna Charta, the foundation of our - 
Liberties ever Nice Which may be compar'd to di- 
vers Outland:ſh Graff: ſet upon one Engliſh gock,, 'or to 4 
Pore of ſundry fragrant Flowers; for 'the choiceſt of 
the Britiſh, the Roman, Saxon, Daniſh, and Norman / 
Laws, being cull'd and pick'd our, and githered as ir 
were into one bundle, out of them the foreſtid grand ' 
Charter was extra&ed ; And the eſtabliſhmenr of this - 
great Charrer was the work of a Parlement.. 

Nor are the Luws of this 1/land onely, and the 
freedom of the Subje& conferved by Parlement, bur all * 
the beſt' police Councreys of Europ have the like. 
The Germmanes havetheir Diets, the Danes and Swedes 
the Ricks Dachs ; the Spaniard calls his Parlement - 
Ls Certes, and the French have (or ſhould have ar 
leaſt) their Aſſembly of three States, though it be 
grown now in a manner obſolete, becauſe the Aucho- 
rirytherof. was {by accident) deyoly'd tothe Kine.

Ou: of theſe premifſes this concluſion may be eatily 
deduced, that, The principal Fountain whence the King 
derives his happines and ſafety, 3s his Parlement: Ic is. 
that grear Condui:-Pipe which conveighs unto him 
his peeples bounry and gratitule; the trueſt Looking-' 
Glafſe wherin he diſcerns their loves ; now the js 
jets love hath bin alwayes accounted the prime Cittadel of ea: 
Prince. In his Parlement he appears as the Sun in the 
Meridian, .in the alticude of his glory , in hs higheſt - 
State Royal, as the Law tels us. 
Therfore whoſoever is avers ordiſaftcQed to this - 
Soreraign Law-making Court, cannot have his hearr- 
well planted within him: He can be neither good 
SubjeF, nor good Patriot 3 and therfore unworthy to 
breathe Engliſh air, or have any benefit, advantage, or :

T_T E produceth my att<ſtation for ſom paſſages in 
Spain, art His Mijeſties being there, and he 
quores me right, which obligeth me to him :'' And L 
hope all his quotations, wherin he w extraordina- 
tily copious andelaborate in all his works, are ſo; yet 
I muſt tell him, that thoſe interchangeable Letters 
which paſſed berween His Majeſty and the Pope,which 
were originally cough'd in Latine, the language wher- 
in 
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in all Natiens treat with Rome, and the Empire with 
all the Princes therof ; thoſe Letters, I ſay, are adul- 
terated-in many places, which I impute not to him, 
but to the French Chronicler, from whom he took them 
in truſt.

the hearand height of agitation : His Majeſties per- 
'fon was there engag'd, and ſo it was notime to give 
'the leaſt offence. They that are never ſo little vers'd 
in buſines abroad,do know that ther muſt be addrefles, 
compliances, and formalities of this nature (accord- 
oo to the Tralian Proverb , That one muſt ſomtimes 
light a candle to the Devil ) us'd in the carriage of mat- 
ters of State, as this great bufines was, wheron the 
eyes of all Chriſtendom were ſo greedily fix'd : A 
bufines which was like to bring with it ſuchan univer- 
fall good, as the reſticution of the Palatinate , the 
quenchingof thoſe hideous fires in Germany, and the 
eſtabliſhing of a peace through all the Chriſtian
